Of tJuM aoholani, 439.0S1 were present on the day of the 
inspector'a vieit to their respective schoolti, white 377,S57 were, 
on an average, in daily attendance throogliout the year : 362,636 
having made the requliite number of atteodanfim wt^ro qualified 
to be examined. 54,745 (under 7) coll«ctii-ely. and 307,891 
(above 7) indiviilually, in reading, writing, and arithmetic ; 
270,797 were aetUAlIy proaeated for individual examination, and 
whilo £02.708 paescd tlie prescribed test without f&ilaro in any 
one of the three subjects, 92-77 scholars, out of every 100 ez- 
antined, passed in reading, 88*2 in writing, and 81*7 in arithraetie. 

Tbeae figures show a remarkable improTcment upon the dSdal 
returns of the results of the admiuistnttion of tlio Dc-pariment 
op to 1872, the year in which the Education Act was passed. 
The aocommodation has increased in the loat six ye&ra by 
281,813 school places (or 100'05 per cent) ; the scholars on the 
registers by 227,440 (85 '17 per oent^); those present at impec- 
tion by 21.'1,721 (04'8fi per cent.) ; and the average attendanoo 
by 163,708 (76"66 per cent); while «ie number of children 
individually examined lia-s increased by 146,875 (or 113*05 per 
cent) 

Even in the past year tho progress has been considerabte. 
The aocommodation has increased by 27,532 school places ; the 
sdiolars on the register by 21,820 ; tboise present at inspection 
l^ 21,322; ttnd the nveragti attendance by 16,844; while the 
nomber of children individually examined has increased by 
S7,134J (or 10-87 per cent). The local effort which has r«KuIt«d 
in this improvement may bo measured by t])c continued support 
derived from voluntary subscriptions (39,7y3i, from 8,349 sub- 
scribers) ; by an advance in the contributions firom rau-s to the 
maintenance of public schools from 205,6031. to 207,308^ ; and 
by a rise in school pence from 225,802t to 243,626^, 

The annual Qovornment grants to elementary schools rose 
in the yeftr fVom 282,643;. to 314,5062., or from l.'Is. SjtI. to 
I69. 8(7, per scholar in average attendance, while the grant for 
the current financial year ia estimated at 17*. 9d. per adidar. 
This is a very large contribution from Imperial funds, and we 
think that the time has come when it will luive to be considered 
whether it is necessary to maintain so high a rate of aid for the 
fiititre. T\w compulsory powers enjoyed by school boards liave 
added lai^ly to the number of our scholars, and enaUed many 
of them to earn grants for their schools, of which a considerable 
proportion is paid merely in reepeet of their enforced attendance. 
It is also to be borne in min<l that tlie present conditions on 
which the parliamentary grant is administered were settled 
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t)«foro Uto effect of comivulsoiy eduoation hwl beoa rCAliaed, or 
noy roiiftble OHtimoto cotUd bo formed of tlio probable results of 
the working of the now Hyutein. 

The night scboola ex»raiiied during the year were Snl in 
number : 1:1,123 seholars above twelve years of age were, on lui 
average, in attf^ndaDce each night : 1 4,HU0 schoLint were qualified 
for exainiiuition by having made the required number of attcnd- 
luicos during the uigkt nchool neasion. Of iliese, 11,025 were 
actually cxamiaod, and out of «vory 100 solioUrs so examined, 
95'7 i>as8f<i in reading, 8303 iu writing, nnd 79-5* in arithmetic. 

Training Colleges. 

The inHpcctor» found 4,!)'>3 certificated teachers at work in the 
nided schools which Uiey visited, while the seven tmintng colleges, 
from which tlie supply of such tcncliers is mainly recruited, were 
att('Ddo<.l in 1878 l>y 1,039 students. These students (with very 
few cxccptioiLs), iui<i 193 acting teachers, wfere examined for cer- 
tificatvgiii December 1878. At Midsimimer lust 1.09.'* candidates 
for admiiiKton to the i'dO vncaiicies deuhired in the training col- 
leges wore examined, of whom Haa were .<mccesHfiil, and 45S are 
now in their 6rat year of residence, along with 515 students of 
the second year. 

The following table compiled &om the reports of the inspectors 
ou the scbooU visited in 1872, and in the coui^se of the last 
throe years, on account of annual gi-ants, shows tlic rate of pi-o- 
greaa in the period which has ela[>i<ed since the {iit.ssiag of the 
Act of 1872.

n.— School Attendanee. 

The enforcement of school attendance ia entrusted to the 
school boards, whose hands will be strengthened in dealing with 
this important and delicate p«rt of their duties by the valuable 
educational provision.'* of the Factory uad Workithop Act of 1878, 
and by the clauses (o to 10) of the Scotch Education Act uf the 
same year, with respect to the employment of children. We 
publisu in the Appendix a Minute (of lOth Decvmber 1878) 
which we have passed uodor section 5oftiie tatter Act, fixing the 
staudardii of education to be rccjuired for the total or partial 
exemption of children from the obligation to attend i^chooL 

Wlicrc the exiating school supply allows them to do so, and 
the character of the population requires it, the boards are vezy 
generally putting in force their oompulaoiy powers with good 
effect, as is shown by the following table : — 
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Tlie et>deavours of tlie boards to promote the interests of the 
poorer cluKses continue to be wisely furthered by the aid ^venby 
tJ>e parochial authorities to pauper and poor parents, to enable 
them to pay the whole or pait of the leea charged for the eduoa- 
tion of their children at the schools which tbey select. It appeaia 
from the last report of the Board of Supervistoo that in the year 
ending Hlh May 1878, the paroeliiiil ijoftid.s paid 14,369i. 0*. 4<l 
on behalf of 23,854 pauper children, pursuant to the provisions 
of the Poor Law Acts, and 3,8S3i, li)s. lOJd. for 6.177 non- 
p*uper children under the 69tb section of the Act of 1872. It 
furilier a{>pearH that of 4,817 applications made under that 
section during the year, 3,216 wei-e granted, 1,287 refused, and 
314 had not been disposed of at the date of the return. 
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Tha following t*blo shows th« total number of children, of aU 
dasMs, in SooCland, froiii ft to 14 years of age, with tJie natober 
and proportion of such diildrvn whose naniefl ore bonw on Uio 
regist«ra of aided KchoolM.

The registers of schooU inspected in l!!t78 contained, as already 
inoDtionM, the names of 494,488* scholars, of whom 

109,478 wt-ro under 7 yeaiB of agv ; 
351.204 were between 7 and 13 ; and 
33,541 wore abovo 13. 

Out of 363,636 children qualified by ago and attendaili 
276,797 were presented to the Inspectors for individual exami* 
nation, of whom I3(>,I'S6 were under, and 140,641 were above 10 
yeans of ago, and 49,774 (between 4 and 7) were presented for 
oollectivc oxaminutioR. 

Wu tiavc already rvfcn'ed to the increase of 21,620 scholars on 
the regist^'TK, of 16,844 in aviirege attoitti^&noe, and of 27,136 
individually examined ; but tJtoxigh some iiiijirovwiieiit is pui-- 
ceptiblc iu tliese and some other jiarticuUi'it, we rijgret to luive 
again to advert to (1) the large number (31,064) of scholars 
who, though ()UAlified by attendiinoe for iudtvidual examination, 
arc not presonted to the injectors ; and (2) the small number 
(70,233) of scholars above 10 prbrtentcd in the upper standards 
out of Uie total number on the ri^jister (101,956) qualified by 
nge for examination in these standards, of whom as many an 
75.630 were over 12 and 13,046 above 14 yenrs of age.

Our statistics for the paet year further give the folloiring 
results. Koi-tlie purpaie of comparison, tlieoorrespoading remits 
in England are given in brackets. 

Out of every 100 day-scholars in avorago attendance — 
L 54 ^54) were boys ; 
46 (46) were girls ; 
ii. 22 (34) were infants, i^., below 7 yeara of ago ; 
39 (34) were between 7 and 10 ; 
89 (32) wore above 10 ; 
Ui, 14 (24) infants (below 7) had attended 250 times and up- 
wards; of whom 
13 (23) were presented to H.M. Inspectora; 
Iv, 81 (69) scholium, above 7, had made the requisite number of 
atteiulauct-s ; and 
73 (64) were prv-scnted to H.M. InHpectors ; of whom 
87 (32) were alwve 10 years of age ; while of these only 18 
(13) were preaented in Standai'ds 1V.-VI. 

Each scholar presented to H.M. Inspectors made, on an 
average, 2*6 (2 - 4) passes in the standard examination. 

ThCRO reaults are satii^taetory, in so far as they show that pro- 
grees (to tlie extent of 4*7 par cent.) has been made in respect 
of the numbers in attendance, and (10*2 per cent.) in the pre- 
sentation of the scholars ; while the nuinl)er of .scholars above 
7 qualified for individual examination has iucrca^ied by 27,136 
(or 10-9 per cent.), the number not presentetl has decreased by 
2,206 (7 per cent.). 

Wc note, however, that of 33,777 scholars presented, under 
Article 21 of the Code, in <iub)ect8 beyond the standard examina- 
tion, 1,550 were examined, and 1,238 passed, in three sucli sub- 
jects; 19,297 were examined, and 12,735 passed, in two siicJi 
subjects, and 13,940 parsed in one subject. 

This is a very aatififactoiy, because steady, advance upon the 
nombors quoted in our last report* ; and an increase of 981 in the

French, ia not the less wortliy of note, IxtcauBc the tncrease in 
Enjfli&h Literature baa been 4,126, in Physiology 505, in PhyRical 
Oeograpliy 1,082, and in Domestic Economy 8,917. The increase 
nndcr tJie last liead has been caaned by the requirement of the 
Code> tbftt f^rU who wi^b to take up "Hjiecilic subjects " must 
for the futuro, lus i\ oondit4<>u of doing »o, be cxamiuvd in ono 
or more of the :eulxlivi»ii.>iu> of domostic economy, a branch of 
iostntciioD which, with needlework, is for every girl of primary 
importance. We are glad to find that eSbrta are being made, 
by uuiny school boards, to organize classes for the practical in- 
struction in cookery of the elder scholars in public schools. 
But we may observe that while domestic economy has been 
duly attended to, otJier subjects have not !d conscqucBOQ bees 
neglected. 

We notice, moreover, with satisfaction, the large number of 
public schools which are taking advantage of the aid offered-by 
the Code for the encouragement of higher instruction. Conaider- 
ing the number of new schools which have been started in the last 
few years, and the importation of now scholars into the scliools 
pre\'ioualy established, the fact that in Ifi^i out of S,038 de- 
p&rtmente, scholars were examined in specific subjects, shows a 
rate of progress greater than could jjossibly have been expected, 
or tliou was perhaps anticipated by the feitnera of the Act of 
1872. 

The following table shows the extent to which scholars have 
'been presented for examination in each of the special subjects, in 
town and countiy respectively. It doe» not bear out the state- 
ment, 80 frequently and conlidcntly made of late years, that the 
{(um^ons of the Code have, more especially in the rural distnct«, 
owored the standaid of education, and driven the study of what 
have been termed " University " subjects from our public schools, 
Sucli a rcftult, in common with all the admirers of one of the 
most distinctive features of the old parodiial school system of 
Scotland, we should have deeply regretted, and have felt it our 
duty to endeavour to remedy. Our views on this point, how- 
ever, have been dwelt upon at lengtli in fonner years, and as 
the whole subject ia at this time being inquired into by n 
oommisidon appointed to consider the question, under the 
Endowed Institutions (Scotland) Act of 1878, we do not think 
it necessary to do more than call attention to the results which 
are disch-sed by this table. 

The columns marked A show the numboi- of sdiolars examined 
in each subject, in burgh districts, comprising a population of 
l.*77,73.'; eoulR. 

The oolumns marked B refer to the districts under parish 
boards, with a pOpuUtion of 1,882,283 souls:. 
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rV, — Teaching Power. 

The £,908 elementary' day-schools in Scotland, iimpectcd in 
1878. provided aocommodation, in 3,290 depM-tmenti, for 
563,481 iicholarii. Tlie average daily attendance in Uiesc sdiools 
amounted to 377,237, so tliat eacli depariuicnty wbilo providing 
accommodation for 171 scliolan, had nn average attendance of 
only 114. Aaaiiming that, under tbc operation of the Rducation 
Act, the average att^ndau'.^*! n-jsc to 1 20, and that some 480,000 
cbildren ought to be in daily attendance at aided schools, tlien 
about 4,000 separate departments ooder certificated teachers 
wouM be required, as the general school supply of the country. 

Bat, looking to the number of small schools needed to meet 
thti wnutd of the country districts, to an increased employment 
of adults, consequent on tlie recent limitation of the stalf of 
napil-teacheis, luid to th^ (li9|)0^tion which, wo arc gUd to eay, 
baa been shown to form ttejiaratc departraent)) for girls and 
in&uts under the independent charge of female t«achiTs, we 
iuiticipate that, before long, more than 5,000 certificatetl masteia 
and mii(tre»sea will be found taking part in the instruction of 
the Kcbools undei- our inspection. 

What progres.s has Iweji made of late years towai-da providing 
tills supply of competent teacher.^ T And from what sources is 
tbi-s supply to be still further recruited? 

There vrere on the 31st of December 1869, 2,85D pupi]-teacij«rs 
and 2,'t06 certitioated teachers at work in schools under inspection. 
ThesQ number* by tlie Slst Deoember 187S had risen to 4,707 
pupil-tencbcrH and 4,980 certiftciited teachers, while the pupil- 
teachers in the first of tho live years of their service have 
■Dmtased from 630 in 1869 to 645 in 1878. 

An addition of 66- was made to the number of certi6cated 
t«aohBrB, as the reault of the lastt Chn8tma.s examination, when 
165 male and 317 female ii(tud«ut» of the eocoud year, and 60 
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male and ISO female acting teacherB, obtained places on the class 
list of oantliilat^ for certim^Ltett. Nine Rtadents of the firat year 
aJao left Ute training colleges after one year's re«cicnce to tftke 
charge of eli^racuLary scliook 

Ccrtjficutes have boen gmnted, without examination, to 594 Seoteh Cod* 
male and 127 female teachers, on whose schools tlio Inspectors AnUl<«B9«<i 
liave reported favourably : whilo provisional certificates (which j^^^ jn 
hold good till the teacher completes his or ber 23Ui year) 
have been granted to 26 male and 3(i female ex-piipil-tcachcis, 
qualiiying tJieni to take charge of small schools, witli h^s than 60 
cliildren in avcroi-e ivttcndniice throughout the year. Tlie pupil- 
teachers who yearly complete their engagciuent satiBfactorily, and 
cannot bo admitted to training colleges, fm-oish a valuable supply 
of tcacliers for theae snmll schools, the funds of whidi cannot, 
without a very serious chai-ge on the rates, be expectail to defray 
tbu cost of the salary of a fully trained teacher. In tlio interest 
of the ex-pupii- teachers, many of whom liave given satisfactoiy 
proof of their capacity to undertake independent charges, we 
have alli>wod the proviitiun of the Code (Article 59), by which 
we were empowered to grant certificates without usaminatjon to 
teachers of a certain age ami experience, to expire, as ori^ally 
intended, on the 31st of December next. 

Some idea may be formed of the extent to which, in respect, 
both of the terms of annual as&ibtance, and of teachers, sjiecinl 
provision has tn hv ma^lu tu meet the wantM of small schools, 
from the liict that of the 3,011 eehools visited Inat year, 3.j6 had 
accommodation for less tlian CO scholars; and 723 for between 
60 and lOO scholars. In 1,13.) schools, moreover, the average 
att«ttdance war* less tlian CO, an<l in Gi)6 it ranged &om OO to 
100 i that iri to say, while a third of our achooltt held not more 
than 100 »choIf^.l■i^ more than onc-balf of them (00' 8 per cent.) 
had an attendance of le^s than that number. In no i'ewer than 
.1*6 oases, special grants, of 10?. or 15^, weru made under the 
Code (Article 19 D) to schools jirovided for populations of less 
than 300 or 200 souls. The gitint of 151. was allowed in 319, 
and 10/. in 227, of these cases, t 

Wc are glad to notice the large number of women who aro 
employed as sdioolmistresses, or preparing for such employment 
in the training colleges. Women are at once the most suitable 
and the most efficient teachers for at least two-tbinla of the 
children who attend our sciiool^, and we have much sympathy 
with the following remarks made by tlie Mimstcr of Kducation 
in Japan, in his annual report fur tlic jcar 1S70, which he has 
boen good enough to send to us : — 

" The education of children should be so conducted as to 
develop grace and gentlenetis in their mannets and deportment. 
If they are hrouj^ht up under the influence of the gentler natural 
qoaltties of female teachers, a much better i-esult may be expected 
to be attained than if trained entirely by men. It may safely 
ba said, therefore, that as the number of females being educated

General AdTainUtraticn. 

In vi«w of tli« fresh duties which have devolved upon ris 
since the 6th of Aufjust hwt, we hav« had to consider the iine 
of action which it would be txpodiont for ua to take in regard 
to Rome matters with which the Department has not hitherto 
directly dealt. Certain circulars issued by ua in regard to sucli 
points will be found in an appendix. 

In order to ascertaiu the actual result of the exertions of school 
boards since the pnssing "f the Education Act of 1872, we have 
called upon each school board to furnish statistics as to tlie 
educational requirements of their district, and the promioii 
now made for meeting these requirements. In asking for these 
retniTiB, we took tlie opi>ortunity of indicating wliat we think 
the relation of the Department to tJiese local boards ought to 
be, and of impressing upon the boards tlie fciet that it is upoo 
them that the duty of administering the Education Acts In 
their own districts primarily rc-^its — ^a responaibiiity with which 
the Department wishes as little an po^iblo to interfere, and 
which it is not empowered to rolieve by giving lega) interpi-eta- 
bions of these Acta, 

The etfttistic3 asked for have been supplied liy tlio scliool 
boards, except in a few instance.^, and we liope to present tliem 
in a tabulu-tcd form with our next report. But at present it 
may be sufficient to say that tlie provision of school accommo- 
dation has made satisfactory progress, and that in all but a few 
ttxcojitioaai instances it may be said to be practtcatly complete, 
or in courtie of beiug speedily supplied. 

One of the most importiuit dutie.s now devolving upoo the 
Department is the Niuiclioning of loans raised by school boards, 
upon the security of the school fund, fur building or eDl&i;gtnj[ 
scbooK In dealing with applications fwr such sanction, we have 
felt it necessary to call ior plans and estimntes of the schoola 
which it is proposed to build, and we have refused our sanction 
where we were not fully satisfied both that the additional aceora- 
modation wiis necessary and that it was bcbig provided in the 
most suitable and mo.tt economical way. As some uiisapprehea- 
uons had aiisen in regaixl to auch loans, we have issued a circular 
to school boards (No, 40), which wilt be found in the Ap^>endix. 
A list of the Joans sanctioned since August last, with their 
amounts, is printed in the Appendix. Lists axe also ]iublisliud 
of tlie case^ in whicli we have sanctioned the trausfcrenco 
of existing schools to school boards under section 38 of the 
EducaUon Act of 1872, and of those in which wo have 8anc> 
tionul the sale of disused »eliool premiacs under section 36 of 
that Act. 

An important change was made by the Act of last session in 
the ration of school boai-ds to the higher class sdiools under 
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their moiiagvineut. By scctiou 18 of iltat Act, ochool boftrda are 
empowered tu maiotain the buildinf^ of suoh aohooU, and to 
|>ruvide for efficient inntruction tlifirein, from the adtool fimd, 
with the sanction uf the DeimrttoeoL It is not as yet possible 
to say to wliat extent kcIiooI DoardB may avail themselvett of this 
provision. Tlicir decision must dcpraiu upon the circumetanoes 
of each locality, and, an wo have pointed out in a circular on thv 
subject, printed in the Appendix (34), it ix a matter u|>on which 
the school boards must, in the first instance, judge, and in regard 
to which their responsibility in prujioHiiig any such disbunement 
must bo daly recognised. 

By section 20 of the same Act proviMion is made for the in- 
sjiection of such higher class schools by the I>epartment Some 
difficulty has been found in couijileting the arrangements for 
»uch iii»{>ection ; and, tliougi) we ivu^nt that these may sltortly 
be o\-eroome, it would be premature to express at present any 
opinion on itK fut«ire ojicration. 

The General Order mmi^ by U8 in November last for th« 
regulation of the triennijil elections of school boardii will be found 
in tlie Appendix. Tbeso clt^tiuus fell in the spring of tlto iirutient 
year, and have, for the most pari, already taken place. \S e have 
the siitirtrnctjon of believing that, owing to the inci'eased power 
of ilfuling with this point, eiilnfteil to u« by the Act of 1878, 
and to the iitt«ntJou piud by sclioul boards to Uic directions laid 
down by ua with rcgurd to the e.tponse» of Huch elcctiun.-!i, they 
have been managed at a smaller cost than on previous ooca'jt<His. 

PensiotiB. 

We have received, during the year ending at Lady Day 1H7V, 
13 applicatiun.s on byhnlf of tvachei-K in Kc^tUnd, wtistfying the 
conditions of the Minut«» of SGth June mid 16th Jidy L87o, 
and have awarded i pensions of 25/,, and (t of iOl., tugcthisr 
with 3 gratuities to the anioimt of 1501. 

Since tlie practice of granting pensions was resumed in 1875, 
we have dcidt with 4.5 Scotcli applications. We have awarded 
2 pensions of 3U/., 13 ol 2.5i., and 22 of 20(., and Q gratuities to 
tile amount of 2601. 

Thei'e are at present 221 teauber.-' to whom pensions luive been 
granted in Ewjland und ScotUiiid, of whom 7 have 30t, & year, 
71 liave 25i., and 143 have 201. a yew.

Wnitnicva there are numerons endowed echools aud hospitels and 
other enilowfd inKtilntions in Scotland, and it isexpedient that provision

For tbo sake of future reference my Lords woulii be glad to hare 
r^urDH with regard to the iucorae and expenditure of these schools, «n 
wc-U a^ the subject H of inBtrueiion, iiud tbeniimbtrsiu iiHendance. Thes<- 
ma/ be furnished on the enclosed iorat, n-hich ^ould be returned to me 
on or before tht^ 1st of February 1879. 

I. With regurd lo eiiienditore out of the acboul fund under section 
ISof the Educiiiiou {Scotland) Act, 1878,1am to impress upon your 
boai'd the fact that the diHcretiouory sanction rei^rved lo their Lordships 
under that seelion does not relieve the board from the responsibility of 
decidiof; In regard to the distiict imder their jnriadic^oni whether any, 
and if SO, what amount of expenditure may l>6 called for by local 
circiuastonees. Tlieir Lordships fblly sympathise with the strong and 
very j^eral de^re of improving the standard of higher education, and 
of maintaining;, so far as this can be done consistently with the main 
object of the Legisiatm'e in providing elementary education for the mass 
of the population, what has long been a valued characteristic of the 
Scotch national system of schools, the power of giving to children of uU 
classes likely to profit by it the opportunity of higher instniction. Hut 
it is for your board lo consider, with the guidance of its own load 
knowledge, how far it fcelf> justified in putting into operation the per- 
missive ch\uBca of the Act of 187H. Thnr Lordships must cotdinc 
themselves to sanctioning certain kinds of expenditare which appear to 
come goneruUy within the Ix^rms of the Act, and miwt lenve it to your 
bonrd to consider before making application for such panclion, how for a 
burden of this kind ought to any extent to be Iniil upon the rates. In 
considering (his question the school board will nut lose si^ht of the 
possible ussislatioe to bighei- education lliat umy result from such 
schemes as may he submitted to the Endowed School Commissioners. 

'ITie following items may he genei-ally considered as uhalaBlble : — 
Itates and ta\es, iieeessar)' repairs to buildings, the provision of such 
seientiiicapjiaratas as may be required for efficient instruction, and the 
expenses of advertising to a moderate extent, There are other items, 
such as the lalariea of aesistants, the purchase of prizes, and retiring 
allowauecs to euperannnated teachers, which represent fiuctiutting 
amounts, and which must be judged of in each case as they wise. 

3. Until they learn how far it may be the denro of school boai'dt to 
avail themselves of the provisionii of section iiO, my Lords arc nnablc to 
say what an-angements may be luaile under that section. They would, 
however, propose that the examinatiouB of higher class schools should 
lake place as far as possible at one period of the jear. 1 am, therefore, 
to inquire, in case your board propose to act under the said section, 
within what month)* it would he most convenient that the esaminatiou 
fthould be hehl. 

My Lords feel that it would be nndeeirsble lo interfere with the 
discretion of school boards or the teachers of such schooh" in arranging 
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tbe curriculnm, or u> impOMt upon hijfhM- cduration any nndiM monotoBV 
o( tiTstein : but while ihia is »>, it may in oonree of tins Iw foanl 
poMlble to Nrrange feom a mmpitriaoii of various scliools a iiniforni 
standard of atuininent in all the loadiBf; eobjecW, and to otmib a Iteitlilij 
coDDexion between the <litlcrf ot parts ik tbo country in llieir ooaunon 
«flbrts to Mean bigher iaslmctioD. In tinte it may nJso be poaaibht, u 
«n adjunct to these euminalioiis, to grant certificates to proflclent pupiln, 
which the UniverMlic« may b« willing to accopt in lieu of an entraaoe 
exnmi nation.

ISnt ti!^ a consci.incncc of the cbaugce iutruduecd by thai 
Act, their LordAhipH who able to nppoint three seuior Iiispeelors, with 
the view of iu^eiiriiiK tliiit, in each of Uie three divisions wliich liave 
been formed iu Scotland for the pm'|>UBea of inspection, there should be 
an officer ivhoao <f\pGrie»ce and leiu^h of service might render hia 
prcKenee nisi'Cul in cases of special difficulty, and lo wliom the mIiooI 
bonril of iIk- krge lovi-u lu which he is etatloucd might he able lo apply 
for advice and asM.ituuce. 

Ai" each of (hi- senior inspectors, moreover, relnin.<« tho char^ of a 
district, hi^ suidiuice will be of no little advatit^^ lo t he jnnior memlwrii 
of the »Uiff tu tliat <ti6trict, who on their firet appointmi'nt ai-e poL-ted 
ttiei-e, lo work midt-r his direction, and have, in tucli piipnlous place?-, the 
best opportunity of hecomin» praclieally aeqiiaiiitcil with their duties, 
before l»eing mlruuted wilh the charge of separate dinlriei* of their own.

Children attend litem none tlio lusx, and all thni is left for the 
boani if lo pri>cefd iigitinHl the parents as ihifniillrrK, and everyone 
know* thikt boweriT poor tbe attainments of tlx- cbildn-n tbey aii- siiSi- 
cicnl 10 prolL-ci any {uireut from coiiviclion as "jjjtrowly " nt-KliKenl of 
the education uf bia child. In fuct, boanl^ ari* (;>.'lliug liit-d of the 
whole buaineis of attendAncc ; compulsion Ls practically beyond their 
power, and moial §unsion 18 tiotli irksome and ineffectual. If sonie such 
simple le«t as 2A0 attonilanccs, thr minimuni r«v)uircd by the DqMrt' 
roenl, were appHod, tiw caw would he grwliy nimplilied, imit tbo iwwer 
of ll)<t board made iiidis|mtii1>lo. Kvi-ry child wl>» during tbv year fell 
short of this could be held as iifgli-ctvd, nixl tbe {ummt |tn>reotlcd 
against nn a dcfauttoi' with certainly of <!oiivictioti. Alt ntasouable 
cxnucs would of couiite be accepted, but CHcape on ibe ground of un- 
dellnud oi* fulfilled duty ifoiild be impossible. 1 oannot t«« any objoo- 
tious to some sikIi plan. Itonnb would certainly not abtifO tbe «ulargi>d

bm. Thciv ha.'' Iircn contidemble commotion among tMchera in all parts 

of the cuuniry K'cently, but I am interested in it Ii«re, only in so lar as 
it aflcct.-i my di!<irici. Teachers, likt' uvco' other chiK* ut men, are of 
ooarto coneenii-d princtpaUy about their own JntcreMa, Ucnoe most of 
Ibcir mcetinj^s and nlteraoces are direolly of iinpoi-ttiixie only to tliom- 
tclvpa ; trut the indiicci results are important (o tbe public, not tlte least 
of tliese beiug tbo enlightenment nnbrded lo school boiude and tiui 
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country gon«mUy. Their forcil-lo iind ireiucnt proclnmftlioiw of grie*-- 
anceeb&vv l■xciu^d » coiiMdermblc amount of iHqtiirf and inclaoed out- 
ei<I«rs to examine tbc it-.iil ntiitf of tlie esse. GriuvHnnvK thcrv tony he, 
but there is al»o mucli on t.bL- otli^r nidn of tlie luwouot, and tbc gCDeml 
{ssu« lias been to dis]i«l that h&lo i>r naiivtity ia wliiub tbe teocber has 
to aome extvut Wen etiveluped. All itio^w ide&a of pulrotiage, and for- 
beftrauce, nud delicacy in intorf^ring with hiia ure exploded, and by 
coming forvrartt as a man, able aad det«rmiD«d to niaiotun his own 
rights, he bos mnde it ciiHer for thoec inlcivslni) to demand a due dis^ 
chnrgc of Itis duties. Thi» is nil very snltititry, more ejipccinlly for 
education, but also foi' nil good teacber^ themselvi^, us iIk^hi- hnvc 
nothitig to fotr from thn nsiilts of their ta\)ours beiiig bcid up to the 
inililic, wliili! the indolent nnd iiieompelent will be effecttutlly weeded 
out. The con!<C(|iience of ihb change in tbc relations between the 
teadier and the manaf^ere has been very apparent in my diatiict during 
the hist year or two. The latter, linowing much more clearly what they 
are about, arc demanding from the former result* nnd not rxplaniition^, 
and when these are not satisEaclory vigorous ac-liim followH. I liavo 
great pleasure in noting that not a single good leachei', ho Ikr as 1 hav« 
ascertained, baa been in any way moleHt«il, while several lees or more 
lucompeleut have been relieved from their post. This ia a mjOet im- 
portant nuilttr and one in which boaids who reflect on iht? responMblllty 
of their pobilioii should act with decision. The difference between an 
excetieot teacher and a fair one it would be difficult to ovcr-estimalc, 
anil if we Ihinli of the enormous influence tbnt tbU diffcrenci' hiis upon 
the hrcs of pcrlmpa ii ihouBRml diildrpn, in eren a smiiU country district, 
wc cannot exhibit loo much anxiety about the excellescs of a teacher. 
One of such rare i-xcellence, who has just unhitppily pns&ed away, I 
have in mind at this moment. I have never swn or hiard of him 
exeept in his schoolniom, and yet he was one of the bencons in mj 
district to which I looked for what was possible wlien my standard was 
In danger of getting low, and I feel my district poorer without hiro. 
That is llie kind of man for philanthropists and social reformers to 
search out and place in clinrge of the plastic minds of children. 

In the appointment of head masters, I notice a natural, but very App^c 
unwi*e, KtnJcney nmong hoards to acknowledge some obligation lo o(ienoliw«. 
tduclier.i, varying accoiding to length of service, cliaractcr of work done, 
&e. No nioiii dangerous principle of selection could be admitted. It 
b a sort of " protective " syi^tem utterly opposed to all the lawi of free 
trade; a principle by which meu of i^econd or third rate merit may and 
must iliiU into posilions which better mt^n shoidd occupy, tiot merely 
injustice to these latter — a couipurntively small mailer, hut in justice 
to, pcrhapK, lO.OtX) pcr.sonji, which i* n very griml matter. Two youug 
men, lilt- one firnt-ratc, the other second, entering the profession get 
ap|iointments, the former a school in the country at a salary of 150/. or 
abOA, the latier an aftustantship, or some other inferior position in a 
(own, at a subry of 80/. or 100/. Daring a few years the former <loc« 
eplendid woik and has bocomo a master of bin profession ; while the 
Other hoe been failhfVilly plodding awav nccurdisig to hi« capiu-itico, and 
doing fair hoaest work. At tlie end of those few ycnr.<<, wc iin<I the 
second nutn in clutrge of a tiirge acbool at a high siklary, to the exclusion 
of the lirst man, and, in conse(|neuce, to tlie serious injury of 10,000 

rwon.-s na I Imvc $ni<l nlrcjidy. On wliat principle can this be defended 
wonder P It Ik sirrioiisly detrimental (o education, and unjust to 
teachers, lo whom the widest and openest market is the truest klndnom, 
" Oh ! but with such prospects before him, tfao best man will accept tha 
** inferior position in the town." He will do oothiog of thv kind, and, 
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what Is mora, b(< abould not bo (<xMOt«H to ilo it ; b« will learn far 
tnorv, tlovalop hi* hcaltir* taotv, luitl fcitio fcn'aur Milf-n-liADco in his 
iiMk|Niul«iit potltion in Ifae iwuDtrjr, while u chui|i;u ufU-r n cinii! in ffmi 
for him, and for cdtKulion geoBnUy. Th« nppouitnieiit uT tiiK'tHrrt in 
tbo mutt important fuiKtiou that bonrda h»v« to tixvrcist: (though th«y 
do not nU Bcem lo he itwaro of it), nnd n pntdi^nt and intellifccnt boaid 
will hevrare, aboTC all things, thnl there tire no arrvart of obtiffoiUM 
between tb«ra nod their toschcre, bnt that each man's ticrvic«& are re- 
quited M performod.

So fai- as J 
reuiiaiilwr, I huvo to re|MWl every dqwitmcut abwlutelv under a ft^nude 
iiA oxcvllunU Theei- 1 llud everywhere oervougly nnxione about tbetr 
work nod food of it, nud, having no family cnrrs, nrc iditc to gire their 
whole heart and soul to it, which under proper cncouragcmietit they 
almoiiL invariitblj do. On the utlitr hnuil, Ibt! mcKA conscieotJouB flule 
trJichcr is not iioove tbe influoueott of hiit hoUBelwld, imd a verjr common 
apology fur the bud condition of hU school in the tUtie^ti of micro member 
0* hiv family. 1 should here mention to the credit of tlu- Dundee 
Board tlwl tliey liave ju^t taken the still bolder 8(«p in lulvanco of 
appointing n lady to the Hole cluu^ of one ot their large eoboold. 
'iipil'taelicn. With re^td lo papil-ti>a€Lers 1 make, with absolute conAdence, two 
propMitions : Hr^l, tlicy nre undcfpaid ; itnd, eecondly, their education 
b rcry firquentiy ncgk^L-tod. Tbe admnoc in their wages has not 
been propm^onato to tlie rise in cmoliimvot obtained by maatere and 
mishrveees, and their Tuouncruiion is not ueai'ly BuflMient tor re»i>octnl>lo 
maintonanco, uor ia it an winivaleot for the work done. Their pole 
and haggard fucfa and tbrcad-bare guinents are too real a comment on 
nil fiiK- tlworicH about apprentices deserving no more. Tltu profcoioo 
in nllnctive enough to parents and to canditlates, but both feel it simplf 
impossible to submit to the deprivation implied, and for this rcn«on we 
often &nd pressed iulu the M'rvice an iiiTerior clam of bovs who know 
little to begin with, who bure but poor ca])ucity, and wlio diid Ibeir 
term of apprenticeship much nis cbriy bogan — uneducnted an<l nneloce to 
the pnblic.

During tiK-ir Urm of ollkc (hey ai^: really a drag on Uic teachers 
and a rtrious ii\jnry to tliu t^duualion of the cliildrcn ; they involre tbe 
aohMl in pceuniiuy lois throttgli reduction of grant, directly and in- 
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(Urecll.v, The present sjetem of lowest pay is not only prepnring a 
claas of ineffli-ietit leacherif, but is rrallj entailing Imiuediait! consi'^ 
qiiences u'hidi aaiio il cxpeiiMve, anil it is much to be hoped that 
school bonrilii ftud mnna^i's will coiisid^r the posilioo of appreutioea 
more mitt II rely.

I lion during prc»cribi.tl tiniit, liiil that their work is not made interesting 
ti> llii/m ; they lU'c not dtu-riid uii, and an a eoneeqooncc they bare no 
tiiilhiinaHin. Muuy oE them dms out a weary exinlcuce of four or Ev« 
years, and know little or nuthing at the end of that time, us alaiidy 
specifletl. If tliey were only aware of it, they have enongh spare time 
during tbeii term to lay the foundation of a brillant futiu'e, in addition 
10 getting ov(T ihe trifle of wovk required at thdr annual examinations. 
All tbo universities of Scollniid give many and valuable bursaries by 
o|K'n competition every yoiu-, and Iraside^ these ihsrc arc many competi- 
tions for npjioinlinonts in tin- public servicp and in olher fichU »jf which 
pnpil-tcncliers seoni lo me to be utterly ignoi-ant. Any boy of talent 
and spirit might wi>ll qnalify himself for tbogi! during hiit apprentice- 
ship, and tin- imthusiiuini kmdled by tho irfl'cirl would grenlly iniprov« 
the class rr-iuainiog in ttw scholaRin^ pi-ofi-oBiou. If hoys Biillicieiitly 
able wrTi* iTxcited to ri'lhtet on the waller they would soon (iiid ways 
'pushing 1111 their own cdmmtioii. especially iu e\[ra subjecls, ijide- 
[HMideiitly of the time devoted to tlieir iusli'iic-lion by their leaehere.

Ijnuiiinar of the -lih Standard ia the Inamlity of the pupils «i dednce the 
parts of speech fiom any kind of definitions, which are eeldoin knowo, 
and wlicn given at all nre j^neralty cominilled and very rarely indeed 
really ApprpciaUMl. The consequciice is, tbal the pointing oot of (lie 
parts of speech become? a very nn^ionlilic process, utterly wanting in 
precision. All words well known, tike "to.""iD," "ncrcr," &x.,iin 
usonlly given correctly, bni. whenever wo (wk a word nscd in ii scnan a 
little pnctiliar, where it is nocwfiiiry lo fall back on Ihc di-finilion of llw 
jian of spe*di. the answer is often littlo more than guesswork. Tbia 
is not K»li*fact«ry. o.* tlin whol<<v value of the cxercisir na a mental 
diMiplino if tn be ii'ik' lo lii-lrTinine tbu pnrl of spcocb fr()ni the fuuclion 
of the woni in ihe sentence, which fimetion i» eininciatwl ia iho deflni- 
lioii, I do not think either that analyHi.-s eN|»i'c-ially of a xiniplfl sentence, 
ia done as well a§ it might. My reason for ihi.-i Itrlit-f is based entirely 
on experience, l)ccatjsi?, occa^onally, I euinc upon ii nchool where the 
pupils ii{)]>reclsle nwst ihoroiigldy what they are iibaiil.

One bus an iileik that ono 
oould leai^h the wbolt* thing in ii w^ek to uuir clnss of nverngc inteUigence 
that atariwi with ti kiiowledgi; of the jmrta of speech. Perhaps n little 
expericDce wotild luixtify tbin notion, hut ai it is doue by many lcacbei-» 
I see no reuson why it nbould not Ite more ^oeraL

oT cleiDCDtary school work. The Code bos been blumed for di-tcourugitig jcoit. 
highrr ediictition, nnd iiidireclly, the charge is trucv for the Codo insists 
on a nounil l-^ngliiib cdiicfltimi ho fnr us it gocp. If cxperieuce shows 
that the vii-t iniijority of children cannot ovsrtiiki; ibis, and Qvea n 
smattering of higher subjects, witJiiu the ftv<^ragc school hjtl', then siiidy 
it is wise to waste no time over subjects which arn utterly i:sele»B 
because they ore not mastered. I have waicheti all ihe aitiniijits on a 
laige scale at specific snl'jeets in good sehouU in my district, and Iboae 
I unhesi tail ugly prononiicu to Ito utter failures. A really good pass, 
BUch as ono wouUI like to see a child leaving school niakir, in tbi- 4lli, 
6tli, and even 6th Siaodards, is not uoniputible with miy time devoteii 
to specific subjects. I bare always found a °cliool most seriously 
ii^nrcd where there has beeu any ftltempt to teach these to whole 
atnndarils, and 1 never consider it any coni|>eiisalion I'or inferior work 
in the vtandnnl that the pupils linvc been learning one or more of these. 
Tht*!; stibjcet* arc exclusively for the few, and these few to bo dioeen 
with consiilerable judgment, and 1 nia perfectly snli^fied that nny 
ntteiupts In introduce them in n wholesale manner into elementary 
schools is most injurious to (he diildren. Tlic problem of specific sub- 
jeetfi, or clementarj- secondni^- educniioii, has yet to he solved, but the 
Act of 1878 hiLB given boards powers which should hi- sufficient, espe- 
cially in lai^e towns Any plan to he siicci-ssful mu.sl, however, he 
radical : such as setting aside one or more schools to which all children 
prepared to lake up these subjects niu^t come, A school appointed to 
tench these subjects only, to children who bail pnssi.id all the sfnndards, 
or at least, the 5th .Standard, would eerttiinly In- largely pntronised, aDil 
would do immense good, but of coiirwi it woidd not j>ay. Surely, bow- 
ever, boariU »ltoidd be intlticncod by other coiiridcrntioii^ licsidcv^ saving 
* farliiing on the rates. 

AFter si:ime I'Xperieiiec and oti'cful attention, I brdieve that U is Hilf'tiiaei'*. 
pomibte to give a fair elementary iihicjilion ou the hnir-lim<» system. I 
am uot on that account to la: iniili'rritood as advocuiing the system, 
which cannot commend \\»f:\t to anybo-ly exci'pt as the Uant of two 
evils. Ill eases where children cannot subsist, far less have any eduen- 
tioD nt all, it is pt^haps excuirable to subject them to n process which 
kc^ps them half ulire, while it educates ihem a little. 1 am ei[ually 
pcrsnajlcd ibat the only way (o matiiiKe them is in sepai'ate school^ or 
5e])arate depnrtmenis of any school they may attend. To allow iheni 
to drop into an ordinary school is simply ruin to them and a source (if 
greet annoyance to teachers, 1 find them scnlicr>-<! over different 
schools in Dundee, hut in no single v.om: have I found thorn making 
ev^n a fair oppeamnce at cjcnmination, while ihi-y 'omplctely upset 
every school when they ajipcur in luiv numlier. On tJw! other hand, 
tliiore are five balf-timv school* in Dundee, four of Ihcoi private tcliooU 
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IP connoxion with irorks, luid our nmlvr tbc board. In U)C four 
private (i^liooU all Ihc nrrarigRiiicnlf for organimtitm and iriElniL'tion 
arc oa tbo nioMt libcrnl naUr, while iii tvro of iticin Ibc t<'ti('lirrH nn- 
lUBoag tbu hrvt ill my dtiitrii-'t.

It i^ provided hy the Fuclorj Act« Hint no ehihl uiider 13 
shall work full time, nor under 14 unlettrt it producvn u ovrtifienle of 
having pasdi-d the 4th Staudiml iit lennl. Botii die piiri^nt and employer 
»re liable to piinislimeiit fur the viulutiou of ilit^i- mli-s, aiid ret [Mtle, 
emaciated creatures at 13, 12, and even U years of age reguWlj' tiO on 
full lime without any pretence to a certiticate. Of courire the parents 
falsify tlic age to the cmjiloycr, but it is convenient for the employer to 
Ik* impu^ixl upon, and he i-i proportiuniitely i-omplacent. 'i'liiK in a 
Tcry aerious defeet in the work iajj of the Factory Act, ami anvthing 
hut creditable to che ejnploy<u\-^ I should nay, hoivuvcr, that i have 
not ■«>i>n n tmci' of anythitiz of tin.' kind in connci:ion with any of the 
four private btdf-limo xehoob I linvc bcfoni alluded to. 

Kveiiing Hchuolx have been deciiloilly rtucctiNP'ftil in Ptindei', hitt 1 ain 
di^iowd to think that this huH hc<:n in no small licgn-o owitij: to the 
eenerous interest laktMi in thetu liy Kumu philunlhrojiic K<'nlli-iii(:n on 
Die board. They ai"e falling off a liitle now, iis uiighl be expected, Im-'iihih; 
tlie number of uneducated grown-up peoplo is rapidly du(;i^-jixiDg. 
They have done much good in tlie town, tor tlie progniw uuilt- by Koinc 
of the pupilK in these schooU was very i«uiaricable. The work «" some 
whole schools, too. was really excellent, and such ea it was a pteasnre to 
f>ee, hut we sotnotimee got work that was very primitive in character. 
Wo were slwnyH aomewhnt lenient with baek ward pup iU, ae it would 
eecve no good i>ur])ose to discouro^ them by failure. And, however 
little progrojw lli^y madi-, their being present nt all waa a good begiuning, 
When llic iieei.tt*ity for thee iieheoU in their present character no 
longrr exiKl«, wlial u pity it i» tJiat the same nnrabcr of young men and 
women could not be brought logotlier to go on with work of a different 
charai^ter, audi as a continuation of higher Englieb, domeetic economy, 
pbynienl e''i'gnip!ij, Etielid, uigelirii, modem langtingc^, or any other 
useful mid interesting ^ubji-et. I have no doubt the thing woidd tw 
HuHk |iraelieabk', mid heri.- would he a ruitt field for s|>t'eil]c subjwlB or 
higlier education. 

T need make no remark on tlie value ol' muMcal cultvra, nor on ibe 
iraporiance thai should be attached loitiL<ia part of elementary instmetiou, 
all thin is now well ret-ogni^ed. There are in thin district only n few 
Hobools ill which singing U not laugh), the system being almost esdu- 
aively the sol-fa. Vi'ry coDEiderablo improvement ba^ taken place 
within the la,^l three year? in the charneter of the mngsv iu expn-M^ion, 
and in the L-xtcut to wliieh singing perniefttvs the whole schooh ]t vw 
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common enough to find only ft fi?w of the pupils joining in tlie xicgin;;, 
while the others stood stupidly looking on, but this is now seldom the 
cue, while often |>3rl-8iD^ng is teceiving altontton, not only where tlie 
senricet of a s|iecial trAoher tire avnilable, but niso when the bend 
master is fiunilinr with the new system. 

Th«ro Rre o few schools where the singing is particiilarly good, and 
I may mention especially the Dundee schools nnder the tuition of 
Kir.

In the suhools under this gentleniim rhe instruction ia not confined to 
th« ncqnisitiou of the scmgs neccs^ry to obtain tiii.' gmnt. Among 
otlier ralualile exorcises the pu|>i!s sinj; nutce played ni|ii<Uy on tliu 
lianuoniiiui, wttJi such fndtity and ci>rrcclnegB, as would, I am informed, 
do credit to normal school students at the end of their training. 

lu cuncluaion, I have n^in to ncknowledge the valuable services of 
my Assistant, Mr. Thompson. No man coiiU! know his work more 
tlioi'ongiily, in theory or in practiee, and few men could with equal 
tenacity, through good report and through bad, stick to a high standard 
of efficiency.

Perhtip^ the most frequent 
fault to be met with is the omission to murk the re^iitter of morning 
alti-ndunci! at the time spi^ciliinl in the tioie-tablc. Tlio cause of this 
ie obviiiusly the iinwilliugni.-«.i of the tencher lo lose the atlendunces 
of children who are exptfted to come in a few uiinult-s late i and the 
noisier is kept open fur their arrival.

not think ihev hiive the power, nor judivtouH to exercise it even if they 
had. lo enforce the attendance of children of five years of age at a 
school situated Iwo miles or more from their liomea, and separated from 
them hy had or no roiuls ut all. ii aecms to me no IcflS wise than 
U-nfroIfiit to leave the attendance of children in such eirciimsinjiccs lo 
the diiereiionof the parents; and even should it be blamenble, the fault 
OAnniit be .t-Bigned to the tcaelicr, who h.i? to bear, in the lii-sl insliiiice, 
its wrious C(>njipi[iience. The nili- is thut these ehildren do not begin to 
attend sduKil licfore they ari-wviin years uf age; and having been Linght 
nothing at liomi-, it is dearly impossible to prrpurt' them in the y-vur of 
entry, unlew* in cnse of facournhlo instaiices, for the 1st Slamlard. 
ilenctf the leachitr's Inbours upon ihe child for that yeai* secui'c no 
GoTernment I'eoiuneration T^yond that arising from the slight increuse 
to his annual average throngh the child's attendances. On tha other 
hand, from eases that have come under my observation, I see clearly 
that it is dcsii-nble we should have n lower limit of age, and that 
atlendanec of children who bnrc nrriwd at it nhonlil be compulsoi'v. 
Whi-n children, eight, nine, and ten yi'ur* of age ent<'r school for the 
fnst time, not knowing tlie letters of the ulphabel, it will hardly do to 
leave it to ihe option of the parents wlittn Bchool attendance should 
commence. Thwe caaes can ei-weely he tailed niiv. The bulk of our 
1eaehcr>i, who hare a greater regard for the integrity of their actions 
than for the amonnt of '* the grant," simply make these cntrents stjind 
wridc; ttut othei's have them scliednled on the day of insjK'i'tion u» 
deitr little infants of sis, anil oeeasionally, with (-xci'ptional nuilikcily, 
of five yearti of ag«. Should these lB,te arrivulii attend pretty rvguhirly 
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tntld tluj ive 13 ynrfl of kgo, they can MarcfJy bo »z|WBt«l to suilii* 
praBolcoC)' !ii ev«it llic mod ckmi-nUr}- edticiitioii : Inil iboJr «U«ndnucu 
iH wliat may be expecMit to be ilm moxt in-cgtiLir.

The difficulty of diweniing wbcili^T thit iltM'ipiinc has heco good 
during the yi-ar from thi- evidence pri'Kitntrd on (lie day of inspection, 
CoaWM when wu wudt lo iiift-r itn {ia»1 eonililion from bad ord<!r on ihiU 
day. A Eciiiinbliug oul of sftaN, oonfuHC-d an'iuigcmctitK, or uMie for 
taking places in a elaH.i, a iiliIi to tbu duor wlicn ibi; hour of ilUmiKiid 
arrives, ibu necessity of repeating every c|n«stioB two or thn-e limm 
lieforu its lueauing Is appreliendeii, and the au.Hpended utletiii<)u of a part 
of a cUb* while receiving a leitson, one or more of which appearing ou 
the day of examination arc points indicative of bad diseiplino thr<)Uglioiil 
the year ; tbesc points, though linppily of rare occurrence, liave nol yet 
entirely vanished.

The onler 
which Ls secured by precision in tuition, ami ilmt jirrnngemctit of work 
which kecp^ ev.jiyone conaljuilly occupicl, i* ccrtsinly mom bcni-Iicial, 
as likely to result in the fonuatiuu uf iiueottiM.nons hnbit, than tin- atti'ntjon 
which is obtained by exereisca Ihu purpose of wliich ia ac^n tlirough, and 
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OoniTMiUMill}' BUppMed to b« of only l(>iaporar}- npiilicutioii. In IidiiDt 
de[iaiiciienla thU drill in a pi;re iieceotiity t <>»■) wlivthcr it could be 
disponacd nUb in ol<ler cltwises I am unable to state lliroiiKli want of 
experience, la the case of tmall elates, however, I am iui-!incd to 
look with disfavour, and in tlio cnse of large ones with no ^Mtt 
esteom, upon the " git," " sUnd," ," to the righl," " left," which il-muI 
my ears now and again at intPTWil:* of n ijuartep of an hour. 

In the ordinary public »i;li(iol, where tljore is no teacher wliOAC inf^^ 
special duly it it> to in«truot the infantJi, it would lie uureasnuabtn 
lo expert that those chiWnin would be brought throiif;h the courw of 
a re^iilnr infjutl SL'honl. Tlic-ir inotruction differs from tlinl of their 
scniorii in hcing more domi-nlnry. When n tmiiitil tcnclicr is provided 
for thpm the course is widoni'd ; iiud in no case does the iliffei-ciice of 
ekill ill l)ie tcuclier tell so visibly upon the results as in the infant 
di'iiiirttiicnt. OecasioDftlly, when tlu-re is a, large number of infnnts, 
and yet not sulfieiput to justify the boaid in burdening the'riites with 
tht; aalarv of n tiaiued leaohei- to lake char^^o of them, a larul assislnnt, 
ummlly tlie eewiiig mintivss, is paid for giving them the ?.liirt in tbi- 
ntoe for knowledge. In nine ca^s out of ten the appointiut-nt fail.-) 
egr£^oufily. It is jiut ptittingtbcminitnum of skill when? the maximum 
is desiderated. Tho certiUcated teacher sometimes attains here but a 
moderate sueeesfl. Sin^ng is what in genera] is best done, and r«xt 
come reading and vrritiug. Of fialiery leesons the best given are those 
on form, the worst those on colour and objects. 

Tho leiiaonti on objeeti first ahow a lack of good judguujiC in the Ol>i«aUwii»nniu 
ol^ccts chuHcu, and hut little to comjieusate for Ihe badness of chulcii in 
tho mode of trealmeiU. In an Bj^ricultiiial district it can benetil aehild 
vtry little to be told that a cow gives us milk, that butler and eboiiiru 
are made fiom the milk, that the cow has two liorna, two cni-i-, four feet, 
and the ineviiaMc tail. Yet. in most cnso^ where I ask the leaeher of 
tufaiilt^ to Bolcct bpr own subject for un objuct k-sson, cither the cow or 
theehoepi* chosen, and the fonigoiiig ie the style of iufoimiitiou imparted. 
In a town such a lesson might be very Juslruetive, where children know 
ito little of what are the familint' things to their rustic cousins. I do not 
maintain that a familiar object llkt- the cow should never lie selcctuil in 
the country for this kind of lesion, but when it is ^elL-cied it should be 
with the aim of teaching the children something new, if it were only new 
words to enlarge thoir vocnbulnry. Occouonally this work is executed 
very saliefaclorily, the habits and uses of a wild nnimat are explained, 
or a llowcr |i» taken and analysed in Huch a way n« to give the child 
pye» for peeing new things in what it formerly admired for colour and 
perAiinc atone. 

The Ic^nonion colouroonaint of a bare enumeration of the main i-olotirH I^runiMou ' 
and lintai, with ciu'ds not always of thi; beat di-iicrij)l.i«n to illujiirato ihc coloiir, 
naino^ It i: quite within tho cupucity of cbitdren to grasp tht! notions 
of primui'v lun! secondaiy colonrii and iJie simple lawn of their combin- 
ation : luid it is much to be i-egreKed that the communication of thiK 
knowledge is so rarely aitem|)led. moi-e especially when we eunaidrr itK 
educative valne in forming a good taste in colour.

They totild readily and correctly tell you vrlial was the Petition of 
Right, the Teat Act. tlie Exclusion UiU, the South Sea Scheme, or 
Atl' of Security, but would err, not merely w to the dates, but tli« 
rei^UB iu which they happoued or were pnsscd. It can Imnlly be 
expected that chiliJrcu at school can loiirn tnaeh nbout the dependence 
ufliistoric event* upon each nlhiir, nmi since no wore need be looUod 
for than that they should show a knowlcilgi,! of their meaning nnd order 
of occnrrvDcc, pi-iibably tlie beat moifaod of teaching tUc subject i* to 
folIi>w the exampk- of the text<books and make the pnriodtt carrc:>iiond 
with the rei(-na of ilie sovereigns. I am not equally satisfied tluvt the 
oxampk- of tJie text-books should be followed in telling the child at 
Hi'st all he id to be told regarding an event. Instead of tliis, it mi;;ht 
HKiiLil tilt! memory to fjive, firsl the names of ilie lettdio)^ eventn of a 
reign, thuii theu' dat^ and flually tlie descriptioiie. For iustauce. id the 
rt-ijjti of Queen Anne, at first teach only that we have Act of Secmity, 
Treaty of UnioD, War of the S|>anish Succession, format too of Soutli 
Sea Scheme, lay patronage revived in tlic C'hnrdi of Scotland, and 
Treaty of Utrecht ; in iho reign of George I„ work of his iii-»t parlia- 
ment, Ilehelh'on, Septennial Act, Triple Alliance, South Sea Schemi?, 
TfMity of Viennn, All or any niimlicr of the rcignu of the period 
having boon Unit gone over in tliis wav, I nlioiild next luMign the (latcti, 
ftnd ultimately give the description s of the erenlx. 

SPEaAL SCBJECTS. 

It is often as«erlcd, and ilie nescrlion is toinetinus accompanied with 
forms of proof, that the New Code has aboli«ikod the teacliin»: of 
tiuivcrKity ?iiibji.'ctH in our couimoii schools. P(x>baMy, while the Code 
yean being iniruUuced, these nubjecls ri^ceivcd leaa alteiitiou tJitui 
formerly, and people who were a Utile hasty in geuomliBing concluded 
(bat iheycoiilit never receive more. Our scholastic phypidaiis being 
at one tit to the esislenco of the ailment, llieie was a rare uiianinitiy 
unong ibtm besides as to tlia i-eniedy. ■■ I'ay more money for the 
" unlvei-«ity than for tlic physical Mibjecis and v- ii will put et'erylkiug 
" rij^hc again." Should, indeed, the ailment exii^i, 1 have little faitlL in 
the medicine, unlMS tlie dose wore of eucb n kind as to purge the 
schools of everything ol»o. Neither <lo I think the reply that is some- 
times made to this demand meets tbtt efVH% viz., that because groat 
«ut]iOTitie!* tbink the odncatiug vnlue of Ibe tinirersity subjects is not 
greater tJmn thai of the physical subject*, tJicy ought not to bo paid 
for at u higher mte. AiBumiiig the dictum to bi: coitocI, it is iierer- 
ihelcss VHlitel(!s« hcii; becau.ie tolnily iri'cli-viuit. TJicir (fi'cfit value 
i-osts u|ion Iheir being uuirursity Hubjeeln, which thr-y posses* over and 
abovd their intrinnic value an a nieuon of education ; and iience it in 
iftiilt! bcaidi' the iiitealiou to eslimuie tlieir total worth by a cooi|)ariBOU 
of tiieir inirinsic value with the intrinsic value of other subjects 
poKsosbiiig nothing else. Wlintevei be the value of the ar;:umeut 
for a reform of university education, its previous applicntlou to the 
common wchools u absurd. Peopio nrgue for the retention of these 
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life, and mak<?< them fi>el the bonil of union that runs tbrougli all 
swtioiia ol' ihe commuoity. It bringH home lo tlu-m that nil have thoir 
destined part to ]ilnj, »n<l that disonlr-r is iihsiird as well jib wickcih 

Then, again, thr siiouui'i' of the [iiipils reflecta iininistftk cable creiUt AdTantngMM' 
jUpOD Iho tcachw, and Mwuri-a enhiinrcd respect for himself ami hU UieoouiooT 
'office, TIn> fact thai lio laid tlic foundation, and built part of tin- "il" coition, 
rtriicluro, i>f i.'diu'alioii that wae m-ccssary to forni llu' dorlur, thu 
lawyer, and thit i-turgymiiii, puts him on a level with these dignitncitit. 
Tt brings Lho value of i-diuNition liumc to the )iei>|ik in a concroti- fui'U), 
and iiufinnnos theia with a duu sense of tlie Biiperiority of the iiittlltc- 
tual over the animal pai'tH of inuu. Banish the clasKica from our 
common school.-, iind you eloHe the path to the imiveriilies aKuiurt llie 
[common [nopie, Eduealion may alii) \k thouKht useful liy Ihe masaes, 
but the tL-arher will cease to be venerable. Teacliiiig only what the 
ma«8e8 know, he will be identified ivith themselves and not with uni- 
versity men. These considerations wiiow that it is derivable for the 
good of Hocicty to keep np the old connoAion bclwepo our jniblic schools 
And the tinivcr»tti>?£. For ihifi reason, were it true, ns ts sometinies 
illeged, that our New Coili! broke the connexion, I Bhon|d regard it us a 
national miNfortuae. Happening to have the chai'ge of a county whei« 
t!ic leachciTs a.* a rule, we spoeiaily ipialified to injpart the ri'unisite in- 
ySiruction, I have taken ^ome pains to put the miiti.er to a Irue, that is, 
Pto a numerical, lest ; and the rc^rultN will he found in the subjoined table.

If little has been done in tlM 
nutter of school cxtcoNion, it ha« mainly boon I>ecatise comiNirativel/ 
little remained to be dene, tlie stato of supply being, uuless iu a few 
isolated iustnncvs, lulcralily cooiplcto. Tlie action otKohool boards in 
this dirrction hiLt certainly b«on more NLtixEnclory than the ino«t sanguine 
cdticatiotii.1t coulii have veutuit^l to liopr. Tbiinks to tlioir generous 
and cnltghlMicd cfToMji, the country 'v now covered with a DC4work of 
naw bnilding!!, which nlitii« would mark a new epoch and a new departure 
in the history of cdntalioii. Tlwy coiiUnsl w strongly with the miser- 
able accomniodntinn of ttie {xul that one now wonders bow tlio work of 
instmution could hiive liL-tiii cnrri^Kl ou ut all imdor the old ord«r of things. 
Tbo typical modem ncliool is au inipiwing ntnicturo, nniling arelii- 
tcotural elogaooa with solid uud durable work mn nidi ip, nod forming, 
whetbi^r in town or oouutry, a connpicuoiin oriiiimcnt to the street or 
district in which it is situated, tl is not unfroijucntly the only relieving 
feature in the landscape. Yet it cuDUOt he said llint insidr coiivcnirix'o 
bis been sacrificed to ouUlde eSecl. If the extericirx nr<' ornate as w<-lt 
as substantial, the interiors are lofVy and airy, ntid fittL-d up n-iih com- 
mendable attention to the health and comfort of the childi-eu. Alto- 
geiber, it scarcely, I think, ailmits of question that in ^c^^pect of scliool 
prori^ion Scotliin<i is now, I do not say not surpasoed, bill nol eiirn 
aiiproucliLHl by any other country in Europe, or protialjly ttuywhere

Kl tbo Bunifi time. Thiii syati-ia ma.}' have been toa certuiii extent ai 
neeessiiy in tlw [Ni^t, when iiiipil-tencUera formed the staple of lite leu«li- 
ing assmtnnci.- : now, liuwevei-, tliat the auxiliaiy sto^ is eo lai-gelj- 
coiuposed of trained niostera and mistri^sscs, eucli an ivri-Augem^ac ia as 
uncallt:il for aa it ia cumbrous, Fatiguing, luul wasteful of t<?«cliing 
power. Id the coafueiion of tougues, teachers iiud taught nre apt to 
acquire the liahit of Epoaking in an unnatiirnl touc of voice, a practice 
wbicb is t)o doubt in some menaure tuiswernble for the prevalonce of 
bad rouling. 

Side by i>id<' with Uie hoiud schools nre fnnr other classes of schools, 
Voii»tiluting togmlici* nliout 20 per cc'ut. of the total nucomiDodation. 
Tbi-y are Kumati Catbolic. Episcojiui, endowed, and privntely eupporteil 
MChoola. Tile two liial, though an iwportnat bohi'Cu of supply in the 
pii^it, aie uow iIried-upehunnets,tbo ruisan tfelreot sncli schools having 

iiiLwed away. The bulb of them have been ^railiially absorbed by tJi© 
lOHi'ds, till: few Ktill retnined in jirivale hand^ being ui good order, 
and prfitty nearly, if not wholly, self-supporting. 

Tiie ua=»! h diifereul with respect to the oIIict twodasMs. Tba effect 
of the Act on the Roman C'mholic and EpiHCopat schools litis beeij,\if 
onytbiDg, to give a fresh impulse to their cicleiisiou. They are now tlie 
only existing Cbiux^b schools pure and sinipte, but it must not be sup- 
pO£«d that they are the solitary remmuita of denominational ism. In 
point of fact, the machinery by which our national syxtoeu ir^ worked is 
mostly denomimiiioDal.

The raliglous quea- 
tion seemed then au insoluble puzxle. It was thieshed out in speeches, 
pamphlets, and all sorts of way^ all over tlio eouuiry. It was the vexed 
problem of the day. But the Act, instead of a sword, a^ maoy people 
Ivarod, hao somehow brought peace. The religious question «iigro(«es 
men*s minds no longer. For the present it is tio more a rock of ditH- 
cultv.

It is, I see, the bnnlen of the com- 
plaint of everj- one of my seven colloiignes who fiii'iiished reports List 
year. Even the in trod notion of the requirement to read leith intfllijifnee 
goems to have borne little or no fVnit. Is this slate of uintters to go 
on ? ' Is readhig never to rlw above the low-waler level? Are Jn- 
spectors to continue snggesling remodica, and always reporting failure ? 
The fact that good reailing is got, not often it is trne, but sometime^ 
<-ven ill ibe most unprepossessing circuni stances, is the best proof that 
Huccestt is not a bopetess idtwl. but is within the reach of all who aspire 
to it. That the subject is of primary importance doea not admit of 
iiueation. The ability to rend well outweighs every other elementary 
Acquisition. It is the key to all knowledge, and is of the greatest im- 
portance to those whose school life is most circomacribed. If cbildrcn 
who leave school early ai"e, 1 do not say to augment, but lo hold fast 
the liltie thnt they have, they must carry away witli them the power of 
rending without exertion, and with pleasure to themselves and others. 

Beading with intelligence, which the Code now requirpt*, though it 
has not ns yet effoeted so much improvement as might have been ex- 
pected, is at any rate a step in tbc right direction. Though by no 
means the only, it is llie first condition of good rending. If it doca 
not .'ieciiro correct esprewion and tn'le^ it would nt least be idle to look 
for these qualities without it. Good reading is iuseparable from com- 
prehenaion, but comprehension may oo-exist with reaiiing, which baa 
bad us bad can be, A pnrngi'upb, the sense of whieli is thoroughly 
f!rn&pod, may be as thoroughly murdered in reading. Nothing is of more 
freijuent oocuirence than to hear a boy read ia n loud monotonous key, as 
if the words bad little connexion witli ihetr co>efBciciita in the sentence.

As imitation is strong in the infant mind, pvery child should 
be provided witli a slntc, and from the fust copy letters, tiguron, and 
Other objects, and giudually coDEtriict moduls out of simple solid^i. 
Children of six in the Neilson Institnlion, Paisley, write a Iw-autifnl 
round hand in their copybooks. Again, from an early stage they slioulil 
be made to ooonr mcnifllly and connect nuralmrs with objects. And 
whatever method be adopted in teaching to rend, it is an exercise in 
form. Since, howorcr, ft chilil gmaps the general before the particidar, 
I believe that, in tho hands of a competent mistress, the best plan would lieii^iug. 
be to begin with words and go down lo their elements, piorlded the 
reading-book in use consisted of interesting stories and not of silly dis- 
connected sentences. 

The lessons should bo short and varied, and interest shouhl never be 
allowed lo flag. Orderly and rhythmic movemeuls, pantomimic music, 
lively soDgSr and physical exercises should at first be a large und then 
m gradually decreiwiug element.

K'cd and skilfully gone through, is the main instrument of traiuiog. 
e sympsthf of numbei:s plays an important part ; every memtier of 
the classmust be kept actively employed ; liis atlenlion must be rivetted, 
nod his interest thoroughly aroused. To secure this requires wide 
knowledge, great tact, and ready skill on the part of the miitress, as 
well AS the iudelioite: personal element which draws the young learner 
into sympathy. In fact no branch of the art of eilucation is so difficult 
as that of tnlant training. The most successful mistresses, moreover, 
draw largely upon the resources of the neighbourhood, and make the 
most copious use of illuslrativo objects. There ought lo be a little 
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museum, easily stocked from tho loCAtity, in every school. I have 
Always found school managers willing to provide a good supply of 
suitable Hj>paratus and illustrative objects, and several publishers huro 
Tftluablo collections of neceesaiy material.

Piiysicnl gco- 
gmphy, f.ff., cannot bo well tiiught by luiyonc who doe« not poesesa 
a considerable knowledge of kindnsl or coii<titiooiiig sciences. Kngliali 
lit«rntiirc, again, ucquim a high cduoutionni valne only in the hands of 
htiD wbow; own mind ii richly ^ton:d wilh iho bmuticK of Knglii-h 
poetry, who hn» forincil a crilicjd cnlimatc of the princigml writings of 
the leading l^ngliNh nutborf, and wbo ha« conNithtniblc BCC|u«iu lance 
with tlie binlory and slrui'ture of lhi> Rnglinb langui^.

■be iirofcMtoiin, cjirry II i>{iocial vi>Iu<^ apart fntm their intritiHC cdu<a- 
lioiuil wuith. \Vli<rih<;r or uut thu K<Iucatioiiiil Kill* of I«Et coMiion 
proTi^ ii euccc^, tliofiriiiiury Acbooltiina gntit[iarl of chi.i dt>.lrici, in the 
future as ibo jjast, mui^t ]>i«pat« for )be nnivcrxilio; hri>c>s so long 
as tbe curriculum of tho univfr-illw ivitiairu iiiichangvd, l!i* ancient 
daesics au^l inathomatics, as laiif;bl in pTtmai;v schools, raay fuirlj- cbtra 
^I>^lat eiicours^eiDent firom tlio Stale. It in alniOHl ccfilairi tk*t 
iostmetlon in these subjecU will be coulined to few central w-hoolx a« 
soon M tlie national sjrstciu aottlM down Into its normal irorkiiif; ordrr; 
and that if more limited, the instruclfuu will become wore thonnish. 
On tlmt gi-oniid alone would I venture lo recommend a bi|;lier grant (or 
ibew univenitl}' sulijects. 

Before closing this report I may be penntttetl to refer to n question 
which has been peTBistenity pressed upon tho attention of my dJHtrivt, 
and which, I believe, lins been brought before your Lor<bthiji». Wlint in 
CftUod thf Ciaelic revival i« passing over iht! iiurilita'ii jmrt of the Uland, 
and in consequence a new era of higher civilisaiion i^ about to begin. 
In proof of this the country is referred to the founding of u C^'llic chair 
in one of our nnirereities, and to the introductiuii of u piiiniMive dnuve 
into the Code. 

'J'iie roovemoDt is panly politicnl, and this Is uot the phuM to diaouiisii 
politicnl qacetion. It is a reninnoi of the eld iK'Kuttvi- iitiit(i<l<-, in the 
lortn of a strong: tisscrtion of loenliNin against thu encroaclinuinli of 
imperialism, and expiy^MS ittfrif thus : resist utteinplA at cenlraltMllon 
by conitcnnng your viitnu and your rights. j\gain, it is urged, GnrJic 
outibl to 1>c taught in tbe public scIkihU to prriiarc student* for Ibe 
Gaelic chair. But public scImoIs Iia>e a inm-h widvr and nobler func- 
tion than to be feeders of special university cbiiini. 

Begai'dlDg the educational aspect of tlie wovemenf, however, I way 
venture to espress an opiuiou, particuUfly as 1 liajipen to bo one of tho 
veiy few persons in Scotland who, to aume ati|imlntaiice wilb several 
IniiKuages and their litei-atures, bave uls" uilded .■toinc nci|imintrtnce with 
Htich lilenUui-e as tliei-e h in (iaelic. Fur it in no tc^ wort by, though net 
nurjmalng, that s>!reml of iboae who bave bi^en uioNt emphatic In 
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fliiiiujj (iaelic lili'tntuix- it* no iiLitrmociit of the liit^lii'iit ouUnrc, 
Oiily sui'li kiiuvfUilttu of itd t'ouli-uta iia mnv hi: gullnTfil fi'oiu tbo 
outskirts of beai-sBj-, ivbiUl uUitTS wlio UtU'lly ttsnt^rl iln siipifriiirity over 
T^iiti luitt (iraek ure uuivble to (rauiilotid a niiigle line of Vireil or 
Iluinoi-. AmidBl ^iiUiii-iiii«iQ and patriotic eenlluiuut, the «N>i<iitisr ructtt 
loMi tliiiir iluu lu'umiueuco ; imd all lUui I uow uim at is oiilmlv lo 
j'lado Ihf poiioy jircMed upon si-liool l>oards _bv irreepousililo outniilci's 
and (-onfiistid opinion in 0«nt of the facte which my experience hm 
supplied. 

In iLe first plnee, if the majority of the population of Arpyll *ad the 
Hijitbbiudj* weru Giielie gpeoktog. or if there were evi<!ence lo show that 
ibe people i-eally wanted Gaelic education, I would be the ili-tl to 
recoiniuond ita adoption. For tLoro can bo no doubt that the vernacular 
tongue, «ren though il« Mi'iictiire And literary conlenis were inferbr, 
shoulil atwayH be the ninin iiiKtrninoni in the oilucation of a people. In 
oxprewing wliut is uraimsl iind dcnamt, it is always ibe most direct 
nveniic to th<! ilecpcft luclings riiul U> those cleuientul Ihoughts and 
cunci'plioDS that can never bwionii! ntali;. 

K\'eii in thv jiiv^init irant^itiouat !<lat« of the UiRhlaiub, I woald 
itspw'tfiilly ifcoimnoiid jinir I.ord^ilps to place Gaelic in tin- schedule 
of sjiediil subjpL-te, and thus put it, as regards the country and tlic 
universitic-i, prt'dsely on the same level a^ Latin or (Jreek, 

The advociues of Gaelic eiiiioaiion support llieir case (1) by putting 
forwani the lar^ number that speak llie hlllg^laI^! only, and (2) hy 
uTgutiientH drawn fioui ita high antiquity, flexiliiiity of struetiire, re- 
markable adaptability to poelicaod didkclic purposes, and its oopiousnfus 
of cunienC. 

I haTC repeatedly read llie 6lBiem«nt that there arc in tfie Higblimds 
upwHTclM of 300.000 people who speak Gaelic oidy. The slaleuient is 
very wild. According to the ceuBUB of 1871 the whole population of 
the Gaelfc-epeaking countiee of Sutherland, ltoe»> C'roniarly, Invernean, 
and Argyll aniouiiieil lo only 267,754 ; and if wc odd tbo small inoun- 
taioouti parts of Caithness, Xairn, KIgin, Aberdeen, i'erth, aiitl Bulo, 
where Gaelic sUll lingers, we con bnrdty iiinlcc "p 300,000, We find 
Gaelic nn the only language in the remoter glon^ and islands only ; tbo 
nifijority of the population is macscil in towns, villagcR, and lutuilcts 
along the seaboard. From the 300,000 and upward", then, there must bo 
sabtmcted (I) the non-exiatcnt, i.e., il« oxcc«9 above the actual popu- 
lation, (2) the lurge nnmhcr both in the toM'us and rund diKtricls who 
ejicnk English only, aud (.3) the still lai'gi^r uumbi-r who are bilingual. 
Almost nil parts of the Highlands are now in conslant cummunicnTion 
witli the Lowlands; ulinoel all die laud is in the possesion of Saxons, 
who enn speak to thoso aromid only in English ; ulmosi (ill llie Inrgc 
farinurs are fr'oin lh<-- Ijowlands; and ulino»1 all thi- ])rufi'nsionfll and 
comnierc-ial clause** fire eirber bilin;^uitl or English ajteaking only. 
Ag^in, I'xcnpt in a few of the ]iooresl a'ofter Iiamleto, almost every 
poi-fou unikr 30 speaks Eiigliih with more or less fluency. After 
suhtrnciing the above classes from the alleged total, ivu find that wo 
must divide it by 10 to get at an appraxlnifttiou to the trutli. Artd of 
tfao 30,0110 the gn^it uutjority are olil |ieopl«, for whom tbo aulhari(i«i 
do not rc'iuii**' to provide edm-atiou. 

Two fact* should be kept in view, (I) Gaelic is vanishing rapidly, 
nnd that bemuKc tbo most intellt;{ent section of the popidation now »e« 
lliat il would be a hindrance to their succeis in life; and (2) the [leoph' 
<rf the lli^blands, and of Argyll especially, desire a useful Bnglidb 
cilncalion for their children. AH tho young people of spirit In Argyll 
look fonvai'd to the large towns of the south as the field lo cam a liveU- 
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liooil iti; llie gii'U gn Info M-nico uiil ibc Ikitn into tiwli!. Thirv Hml 
tW Kn;!llF)i ix ■ iii'vi-Hnilv if ihcj- tin' lt> ■uc<hi->] in Wv. tint l» Imrn 
Englisli ifi one way of r<>i;gT>ttii)g Gni-liu. Il i« ini|K)HHiljI<- llmi ihc

In Jiiil^iiig tbo udnoUioiml value of GiwUc, w« hare to lixA to lllu 
ohHTStttcr nf itf cxi.itiiig literuture. And livre n Iciv fnctJi of n inii^ 
gering nKtiui! m(.'i''t un on Ibt* nurfuco. I'ulil compoia lively a n-i^rnl 
p«rio>l tln-K! nan iici rtaeli<! vorHioti of llio .Sm|>lur«>, ibi" clergy tving 
in tbc linliil, i-illiei- of «xteinpori»iiig a tn>ii-iliili<»i or or uniiig iImt U!«l 
procurable sulintitiile for the v«nutcQar, viz., Bi-ildel'it Irinh Biblv. At 
prcMiit thorii is nut a siiit>Ii' Gaelic newspaper. The nwAt Mrt-notiH 
«dbrts have been put lortli witliiu ihe laM littif a iloxeo years to (oiinil a 
Ga«lic presH ; but all in \-ain. Tbo only tJiioi; in ilie slwpe of HigbUnd 
literature now |>ubli»bed is u iixr-ngre Kiif>lidh ntonlhly, in whkh 
OCGHaioual Gaelic scraps nppcai-, hi;(1 a weekly Kn;;li<'b newsjapcr, which 
chima to be Ibe apotille of the Gael, and whii-h coiiainly has uo parallel 
in the liietory of periodical litornluro. Tbera b not even a aerits of 
clnjs-boobfl in Gaelic ; anil ibongh nn enterprising lirm has promised 
one, it has not yel appeared. If a modern lAOflnagc regarding which 
etid) filDtmnonts can be Eoade be one of the highest imtrmneota of 
mental ciiluire, it i» certaiuly ti»o one of the idoM inexplicable of 
literary plicnomeiia. 

But, even ibough the present bo blank, we are told that (he titcmry 
herilago of the pa.'sl i« extMwivc anil of groat merit. On Ibis subject I 
claim to speak, not only with conviction, but tHino with knowlcilge. 
There is no great poem, no grcnt bii>tory, no work on philosophy or 
sdence \a tiaeJic. There are u few modern trsnsktioiis of popular 
idigious Knd a fi'w ocbor books of no great lit«rary value. There arc 
a few artioh>n from l}i« nbln pen of the elder Dr. Norman McLeod, aiul 
there is a modemti' (|Uttiitily of mediocre lyricnl and didactic poetry 
of A fomcwiint frn^mentai'y clutrnclcr. Ossian's poems, »pKa, if Ancient, 
would bo a noble literary bfritagc ; but, unfortunately, these poeiiM are 
a modem fnbricntion, Miggei^U'il perbap^ by crude poetic fragmoota oa 
old as the 16th century, but liirgi-ly dmwing for ilH ranttcr upon the 
contcmporury litiTntme of lliv ISib. IE this valuable old lilcraluro 
cxiMtN, where is it 1' It U not enough \-u2ui;ly to nsscrl its exisi^ncc 
and to extol its spiritimUty ; it in not <mough to pli^id itK disappearaoce, 
when every existing fi-rigincnt is essenlially barbiirous and the product 
of bnrbiiroitii condition:; ; it is not enough even (o take sprightly tiiMk»> 
Intions of poeinlels as s])C{i^!tnens of the original. The existing Gaelic 
lileratntv is mcugiii in r|uanli[y, and in iiuatity linds its |iarntle1 every 
Snturrlny in the year, in the ('olninn.t of the pruviucial press. He who 
endeavours to confine a section of the pojiuUtiou within ixa bouniix is 
not a true friend but the worst enemy of the Ilighlandem. Eugltali 
has one of the most expansive nnd noblest iiteruturex in the world, n nit 
the aim of our pnti-iou at well ai of eilncatlonists Khould be to ptaee it 
within the ivacIi of oil who deiurv tu ^hare iti its riches. 

Gaelic, lu illnnlrnting a definitir cIaes of fads, linx high value for 
general nchohirri ami ]>hito](igiKt!t ; but not niueii for tltr mnllilndc, 

Innsnineh ak the men-Mirv of the >dioliistie worth of ii bingimge in the 
extent and (junlily of its liti<riiry i^ontenis, lillle nceil he siiiil ivgnrding 
claims foiimUd on il» .■illeged antiquity. The esisienee of any Giw-hc 
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iloaiment (ktlng tieyoud the 16(b century Iim nnver Itoen prov<.xd ; nnil 
ibc oldMt MSS. exiuU are stiob a jiliotiviiu ji>ml>le as con be explnintMt 
only on tlio suppoBilion lluu ibe \Trik-r wks not miicb in tb« buhil uf 
iistn|i bla pen. Tli«n> \i ^'iiicncp, on iIiq nitier baml, thul thi> old CellJo 
tlialecU unileriveut grcnl changes, nnd tbxt the olil IIi;>b1au(l tonguagei 
spoliGU lonff afl«r Uio time or CoMor, hwl vAnishcil bofora the ioraJing 
Uaelii:, wbtoh is n ciKnpnrmtiveljr niojom anil composiU UngURgo, with 
a considi^niblc lAtin, Froncli, Siucoti, nnd Soandinnvinn rlcmrnt. 

Its cfaafAclci' and tbv circuni.-aiiiKm» of lh<> conntry render itf 
adoption into tbo tinM-tnblo « ■ part of kcImmI work vorv difKcnlt.

On these and many oilier groundx I am forced to differ fixjin lha>« 
who adrocule the adoption of Gaeliu into Higtilund ■cbonl); iw ouo of 
the Mioit effective ini^trununitA of intetlcctnal culture, and n« tbo portal 
to ft hi^Iier Bjiirituol life. 

No Muisa gains by cxnggeralioii, liv amerlion which ovwlook*

Kcning, ens it be too lal(% the nnti<(uilicH, traditions, nnd dixjoitit^vl 
f^^agmcnls of the literature of l!ic country, than in thn effort to ignore 
the force of irrc^it)1>Ic fecial law) thr(Hi<;h mciuiK whicli may retard the 
civilitnlion of the jwiiplc.

Tliit is, of ooiir(«, an im|>orUnt time for taking n eort of 
educational census, owing to tbr influx of now reHidciiten wliit^h then 
occurs; bnt snrr-Iy itii* single vtnilulion by tlwt offiwr douH not 
vshaust the dutinn of any bi>ai'<I iu regard to compulsory iitiendance. 
]f any idnglc buard cannot find 4-nongh work for a thoroughly qnnlifird 
otHiH-r, or pay him a buJHcEent salary, ndghbouriiig bourd.i might profll' 
ably combine to employ a •tnitabli- man. 

In many j^mall parialMis much good i^emilt of tlifi healtJiitwt kind in 
rQsanl to iicIkioI iitti.-jiilan<^c liw lieeu oBw^ed by the priratc pcrwonJ 
i»Bu«iicu of local meinliL-rri of Mibool boanl.i and ollierx inlero^ctl in 
educilion. This {lotnts to t1>e (tesiraliility of our >«hool iKmrdi* being 
formed, to a large extent at lenst, of red!donter«. Tliero is, iin a rule, 
lillle real interest in the school manB^emeut, aud muoh tiixiiy iib to 
oompulston of attendance, in the work of " absentee " boards. I do 
most earnestly trust that at our forthcoming school board election^ 

{;entlemen, aud ladies too, of |>o§>itjon and influence in their several 
ocalltlee, who ate truly inleri%t«d in edticational work, will reco;^ige 
that the present is the veiy time when they cnn best give the ngbt 
tone to the school Bianagement of the lntur(% and ^11 not hceiiace 
lo n<^cept ollloe on school bonnU iw a means of doing much lasting 
good. 

It will be matter of much inWreat lo yonr Lord^hi|>s' Inspectors 
during the next three years to watdi with what care and iboroogh-

It is eliuaHMl for thiji I'lalmrate pedantry of grnranmr tluil it imparts n 
logical tone to the mind. Poesilily, bnt at vfhal a cost! A teacher will 
Ia£o a boy through aix books of Kuclid sooner than be will make him 
in&ster of one of ibeso systems, Ue will more easily lead bim far over 
the field of elementary algebra. 'l"hore are b. dw,eu ways whereby a 
*' logical tone " may bo prodticc<I with less labour and in Ic6s lime. 
.\nil this, after all, is btit a eiibsidiary fimction. What, meanwhile, of 
the primary? Does this grammar lenchine (I ought rnther to call it 
" gjrund grinding ") help the child to write English ? Not n whit. 

This is far fi»m ilimnraging the genuine study of genuine? grnmmar 
by one well beyond school yeiiv:j. We are dealing with a child at an 
elementary school, and whose school time is nil too short. //■< pam- 
monnt obji^cl is to learn \o write English. Whut he shoiibl d» is, 
acquire the U-Ading usages of Etiglish speech, grailnully, and more 1^ 
praclico and correction titnn by teehnical rule. lie should bugin to 
eomposi; idmo#^ ns soon ib> he can read ; he certainly do&n of hin, own 
nocofid liogin to do »o, more or less correctly, long befoiv. lie idiould 
ndvnnco from easy to harder seulenceM, from senleoceii to paragTapha, 
from paragraph* to tln?ir oonibinalion in the simpler forms of compoat- 
lion. Ill- should team the use of idiom, and not be confined to mere 
colourteMi uecuracy. He should team as be goes the few grammatical 
mlCii ui-cessary in writing one's own language. For three-fourllu of 
hia prcueut parsing aud nnalysis let him siibatiiule simple rhtlorical 
analyeiii ; and he will bandlo English in a manner unattainable by the 
present methods. Let teachers lake Dr. Hain of Aberdeen's " Englleh

With Dr. Kerr, 1 n-oidd debar 4lh Stiindnrd children from the ntiidy 
of sjiociflc subjects ; and 1 think a fiiriber impi-ovciueut would be to 
rai«c eoniiidcrably the proportion of ntaDdanl jiciBses U^'^IS) dcronndcd 
before ibe " spt-cilic " grant in nllowcd.

The number of pusaes is 293, <ir 77'y pei- cent. It must be udniitt<!d lii«tntnr»- 
that pnyini-iit ot grant lus in inanr ea.tcs been ivcotnmeiiUi:d tuore 
in rrcognition of the labour braiowed on the subject and vfitb a view 
to it? encourage me tit than on aceoiml of tlie Intrinaic value of the 
rvsnlt gnjnnl. Secilatiou In vil<>. Pnraplmminfc la rarely well itouR. 
Ax K mil' the men- tvords are wcil committed, tlie allnaiona Itirly under- 
:>tood, and the meuriing — stnmge to any— better koowu than tuat of a 
IV-ading Icxaon iti proi^e. 

Wilb much disfntisfsction I ha\-e found ibM the study baa proved 
coiDpanitively barri-u. I have failed to trace any gain beyond the linej 
eommilti^d to memory. Scarceiy ever have 1 seen the pupil interested 
in the piece beyond tJie limit of bista»k. Were the .-hocr memory work 
IttMKiod, nod the amount of rending nnd study krgfly inereiuecl, moro 
Miluable residis would be produced. As mnlters stand, tin.- itubjccl 
places before the pupil little that is new. In liii* every dny n-uding book 
be mad* the same scrap, or acinps miioh the «imc. There i» added only 
ihe laliour of conunitting it. Uis interest is lessened rather than iti- 
ereaeod. Wcte such pieces as the " Lady of the Luke," or the " Mer- 
•' chant of Vcnieo" tAcn up in their entirely, cni-efully reatt and ex- 
plained, ft new luul glorionn fuete might be ci-cated. The child would 
f;cl hold of a ebio that would lead him iuto the };rent realm of English. 
itCTuturu. At prt'sent he seems to have but a broken thread, leading 
iK> wliithei-. 

Latin has beeu professed by 89 schools and 180 pupils, and the Lndn. 
{laseee ore 60*5 per cent. Grammar is fairly known. Of the few pre- 
sented in 2iid or3rdyear*s work somo translate from Lntiii with facility, 
but translation into Lntin is never well done. 

Oreek I have found in i schooli', which presented 7 pupils. The Greek- 
presentation has bocn ebieliy in the Ist ycnr's work. 

I-Veiicb iia.* bpon presratod by 7 schools and 4-1 pii|iil». Apart from French, 
pronunciation tbo work i* not tmfrcqncnlly well dom-. In the c»i» 
of French, however, the eolluiguial n.in <if the liingiiikx» in nf mich 
impoi'tanee that 1 sboidd be ^hul to nee the subjeei lold anide urIcm 
t>oanl» art' prepared to follow uie bohl lead of the burgh board of Wick, 
which had engaj^od tlic aervicee of a continental lady with markedly 
good resulte.

Usual progrtee,'* 
or chronicle irrdeviint inddcnis. One iu Koan-sldre la maiuly dtn-oted 
to " ibe crops." Another, nimiiig nt elcvalion and predsiou, gravely 
tnfonuB one that on a certain diiy the atteudauce wae " decimated ^ 
« one half." 

Pupil- Ksohvra. There are in the dixirtct 63 piipil-lc<tchcrs> Of ihue l(> bare earned 
iha 60<, grant, and S2 tlie -lOt. one. (4reat aUowauoe hu to be made for 
Uiem iq)]>renlloM, but e^-en aft4ti- ihi} has be«u doue their atlainoH'ntM are 
not what they gibould be.

Last year there were but two (•%-cning schooU iu the iliilrict. By 
modifying my examination, and by exhortation, I luire tried lo en- 
tNtumgc (liooe in existence, aud to get new onos started. I have met 
with little or no sueceis.

The qnestiou of the tcaobtng of Gaelic In Highland schools has for 
»oino time been eagerly dobsted. It ia one tbnl has been constantly 
before mo for ycant, and one that bears directlr on tbe ediimtionaJ re- 
i|uircmen(s of ray dijlricl. I Iruit ihurefore that j-our Lordships may 
hoM m« light in il(;vwting a little sjmico to its discussion. 

I should regard the tcachlug of Gaolio in schoolsi in any ehape or 
form, as a most serious misfonuiic. 

So much alien matter hss been mixed up with this Gaelic quedlloil, 
that it seeim neuc^aary lo make a preliinioary statement of really 
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perfMt irrelfwaiKj-, \\t., llint whikt opposing Ibo touching of fJaelic iu 
KChoolii, I Iwwrtilj nj'RipAdiiiM; with thn HTurto Ui«t nrc being mnde ta 
win Tor pbilolngv vrlialovrr wcnllh tivs iii llii' Celtic tongiiisi, aiut 1o 
collect iimt (lilTu.io, hy poriodioul itiid otlM^t literaLiin-, turorniHtJon re- 
giirding die iiiitiquitieH nml thv Totk-loro of (he RigkUml*.

There are not wanting ecntlmentollMs and " patriots" wlw, Caking 
tlwir political economy from the "Dceerted village," dreUB of a 
virtuous peasantry dwellinp; by Ihi^ northern seas vho^e s{>eech should 
1m> Gitcli«, and for whom the tirnnipinn piis<ies should bo at) tho pUlarB of 
lI<Tculet>. To III c "patriot" it is nothing t hut ihc Highlands, living 
in this iaolalioD, bavo for ccntnrii'» r«l>l)od nUouldii.t with famine : let 
ihcm bung<:r on, rather than be absorbed by tlic Snmenach. For 
thn siiilimental holiday malicr the novel beautiea of crag and Itenlh 
»ronl(l Ihj enhunceil by thi* prv^cnce of a people practically foreign ; 
bo would taHln the pleasures and ignore ibe patna of a slnrvtUng 
Arcwiia. I-i't sucb iiuruse an article in the Critic Magasiiif for 
October 1877, i-:ititli'<l " Tlie Piose and Poetry of a Hlghbnd C'roft.'* 

Tbero is 1>nt on<> way whiuvby the Bighlander can havo tbo wotid 
before him where to choo^ic, tint one niotns whereby bis ability and 
energy can be made tiseful to himiielf and liiakind, and that inknowledgo 
of English. Then) ii but one grent obatarle in his path to comfort and 
lionour, iMid ibnt is ignorance of English. IM him put patriot and 
Mntimentaii^t far from him, and claim a Rair etarl with lu.t nouthcrn 
compeers. Gaelic is not, and never will be, of ibe slightest valuu iu 
conducting llie busineas of lhi& world, and there ciiu be no ooiniuercial 
rcMon for leacliing it. 

Hot only is there no comniercinl reasoti for teaching Gaelic, bnt tli«re 
is tbe Etrongcst reaeoa for no; teaching it. The great difficulty com- 
plained of by tcachorR of purely Gaelic spntlting cbildi-en is tfaia Uaetlc 
It ftltnort doviblcs tho labour of lencher and pupil. I believe every 
««cher !!io nitiintod would rqjoicxt were Gaelic, a« n spolecn tongue^ 
abolifihed root and branch; and I know that Ibi^ grfrnt majority of 
leaclici^ in tlur iliNtriet in dlMi'tcily oppoaed to the li-n:ching of it. And 
little wondtrr. While the child bas Deen working rilowly up to the 
4lli Standard, bin leai^her has been doing bla uimoitt to leach him 
English, to girl him, if possible, to thini in Eogliib. Itut now ihnl tlia 
pupil liiiH rmcbeil llie 4th Slandaid, his master U to tearA kim Gnrtie 
«s a Hjiucific Mibject I During one part of ihe day, as during the enrlior 
»«ction of the pupU's school life, he is to nuppres)* Gaelic, ami during 
the other to encourage it. He hcis to blow hot and cold with the 
Mtm« breath. It is not merely thnt the time and labour given to Gaelic 
aro 80 much time and labour lost to English, but ihcy are actually .ipi-nt 
in antagonism lo Knglleh. And llie poor child's school life in w> nbort ! 
proni a bread and butter point of view I cannot imegiiic a more Huicidal 
ncbeme of educalion. I would call it farcical, were not the rciwlta ao 
»d. 

An odd, wmi-praclicnl plea hiu> been frequently put forwanl, xix. : 
that Gaiclic speaking children sboulil br able to read the Bible and under- 
stand dirinc service in Gaelic. Tim reply it ob^'iwi?. The child ia

It coDtftine an epic or series of epic« about whose inlrin.iic rabu) Iher? 
exists the nimost dit«r8tty of opinion. It coutallts oertaJu sntircti, ikH 
all of ihem suug virffint^ux pucritqaf: It contains a cousiderable 
iiiimber of lalcii of the fairy species. A large proportion of tlie liter- 
mure — ImaysuyllMi only part ol it known to tho ordinary Gael — 
consists of lyrics, of various degrees of merit ; a few of which are very 
beoutifitl? and several of which coolain very bcnutit'ul passages. I 
know of no drama, no birtory, no novel. The whole n|>parnt«s (or 
eultorc' may t>e siid to ooasisi of Iyri<-id poetry or its ncttr kin, nml thbt 
mainly of a locnl type. la it neceHsaiy to point oat tiint cidlure cannot 
come tliroagh ibis means, or, at best, a mere loji'tiiJcd cidture, which is 
nil hut a contrndiction in terms ? We shall be told next that for tho 
louug Gael the most efficacious meaud of cultivnting (he musioul taste 
Is (he bagpipe. 

To tho fanatical Celt such opinions as are here exprcaied aro trcoaoQ, 
and their holder a mere devil's advoeatr. But if I speak thus, ii i* be- 
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eoDM my Mlow [Ii;;hliiiMt<'r is Joiiroi' to mn than is lii* npi^ch : nnd

There has been a ver^ perceptible riie towanl.t the upper slandarcls 
during tlio past two years (TaUce I. and II.). In the hifiher staodartls 
{IV, to VI.), 7.097, or 25-6 ptr c«ui., were preeented for irxaminalion 
ID 187S, as agninst 4,701, or 20'8 per cent., in 187<>. This is, it Is Irne, 
a clear gain as nffoia numbers, hut, wlieu the age of the children ix 
borne in mind, it can eonmly be viewed as a niii." factory iv^idl. For, 
cooNdcTiDg how larg« a proportion o! the ohlhlren piv^cntcd for Mcami- 
iMtton wrrc over 10 yean of age, a higher standard of efficiency mi|;ht 
havi- b(i<-u rcikBJOiiahly cxpcicl*--!!, niid wiU, no doubt, !)« attained when lh<:> 
COmpulAory daufo in better undcmtooct, nnd morenniformly and strictly 
enforced. 

Ab regards reudiitg, iho ivsuIIa, a» giten in TaliU^ III., ultliouith not 
equal to tbove for t87(>, nur yet hf- conKidcred MitlMfactmy. Fluency 
has been geneiully utluined, but inti'Iligf'nl and exprcvitive refitUng, cren 
in (be upjier .■ilHiiilArdi', if mill » d<'«idor«tiun in many fchoola. Tliia 
arlsea, I sni convinced, in a great incoAiire from the inudoiiuBte tliuidsrd 
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which teaclHu-H mi wdl nit |)U|>i]9 lutve toriaed in ibeir own luiiula of 
wbat coostilul«0 good rtvtiiig. They are far too t^aWy ^tinfinl with 
IhetoMlvee. Fvur children kiiow whut fpwd readiug reuJly ia. Tlioy 
hnve raifhr been abowu in wfhat it consists, or whai coastituteM \m\ 
r«aditig ; lor loo ofieu, 1 feur, ttie teacher mther hears ihcm read, than 
gbowe them how to read. Ue seeuis to forget Ui&C reading is aa iiniin- 
lire art, and that uo teaching of it call pcwaJbly be effective, uolees the 
childran Itave contianallv before ibco) iiiodcls of good rcwiiug in tlie 
rauliug of the teacher htmeelf. Indceil, to leach cbildivn to read easily 
and flueutly, with distinct articulation and (wopcr ctxpi^c«eioD, any book 
that may be phtced before ibom, may justly be con#idPTi?d ono of the 
greateet triampbsof the teacfaer'i Nbill. Siicccst: in teiuling i» the rontli- 
of much previous training: — it i» thaeiim of muaycxc^Ilencivv, andtliere i 
Goubl be no greater tnistskc thtui to sufipoK! that !t cati be nitaint^l \rfvL- 
monotoDOiiii and unintoUigt-nt rvjictitioD of t.bc Ktnjik--n)ntlcr of tho onli-' 
nnry runding bookN, without n careful and sleiuly cultivation of tho 
iutdliganoe of the cliildrou, and Muoh cothiteml insirueiiuu in imniiag 
and analysis, as in ]>iv«cribed in the Codo. As I lemarked above, sneceas 
is hen the ram at many excellencies, and can only be secured by cnlti- 
vstlag the intelligence, aud tliroiigb it tlie laste and feelings of the 
cbtldren. 

The failures ia writing amount to 13 per c«ti(. i but this is no fiur Writing. 
criterion of the Mnte ot the pennmusbiji in the schools, es ondei' this 
head aiv included penmanship, apeUiiig, aud conipositiou :— subjecia so 
different, Ibat success in the one uiny be, and orten i^ attended with 
failure in the olliers. As a rule, penmanship is well and successfully 
taught in this dislricl. and, except in Standard 1., failure* rarely occur 
from bad wriiiog' Indeed, were more cnri? tnkcn to exerciM tho infante 
regularly and systematically in tmnscribing froiTi the binck -board letters 
luid short woi'd^i, varied occaiaonnlly with a tine fi'oin Ihcii' rending book, 
tliiii ("oiircc of failure would soon be nil but diiod up. Such an exercisi- 
is never viewed in tho light of a (usk by cbildn'ii. They find the grtsitr 
est jilonsui* and ninuseincnt iii writing on slates, and weiis this cxeicide 
caivfully superiutc-udcd uiid piujierly dircclwl, l.hey would, gradually and 
without apparent effort on tJieir part, attain such a readiness and pro- 
fidcuey, as would greatly tend to smooth tht-Ir Introduction to the higliec 
work of Standard II. 

Aa might be expected, the <4yt« and chaiuctcr of the hondwriting 
diScni very much in diffc-renf schools. When Ih« leflchor is n good (wo- 
man hiiDself, he takee a pride in tuiiking liiii Nchobnc good penfflco. 
fVom the outlet, he attaches projwr importance to thv csi-rriw, and 
intists upon at] the Ic11<tk being well mid neatly formt>d, nnil of utitfurm 
alee un<f ^lope. Accuracy of tiiiniicriplion mid m-alnens of exi-cntioii 
are the rule, and gooil vmfing soon beconwr* a marked fealurt- of th(* 
school. Jnili-t^d, faults in luindwriting arise not so much from tlH^ cha- 
racter of tin- copy-boots, i!io style of the exei'ci!!i-H set on tho black-lioiu'd, 
Jtc, or the lime tlciotuil to the lesson, as from detect* ou the jiiiit of the 
tesclier himself, 

AriibnK^tio still continuett to bo the weakest subject. Hei« the fuilnrea Aritbmeti.' 
amonot to nearly 20 per cent., as againifl lij per cent, for IIS76. Btit 
as this deflciency ocirurs in tlie upper 8lau<lBrda, aud notably iu tJio 4th 
Stanihinl, where it rises as high aa 30 per cent., tlie case becomes mure 
serious iLnd demands special inTeetigation. In many cases there is an 
iroprovenii-nt in the methods of teaching ai^'lhmctic, but it is still, I fear, 
generally luughl too much by rnlc. and too little on firnl priuciples ; 
Enecbanically rulber- iluin inteiligcnily. Not that I expect children to 
be aUe to master the principle* iK'forc ihcy haro acquired a fnir amount 
J!71. R 
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at vs{rrii>m'i' in |irnclir<' ; but wheii onco t\M>y ntif fitniitiiir wilk (li« 
pni'tiaJ ii|>pliuiilii>ii of a rule, tin' |]rmcij>tus tijHin wtiidi it i* fnitiulwil 
hIiouM lir mure iiiiiiutct}' i>xplsin«<il, wiil moiv rvMaloilljr iDciiIi'iil<<(l iImiei 
tbvr truiild x-eiii tu ln'.

but tnoro fre>iuviilly th«y nwrv not •tteiniXcd ; nllhougfa tliese queattODs 
•mn not in thtiiunlvrx diRl«u1t, and oouid hv as quickly worfc«d by a 
good aritbmHic'ian aw any ntbur# on tho cxjiiiii nation cards. As ft 
gstiond BnmniBry, thvrrforo, I vcniurr! to think that Ibc pupils in tie 
up{K>r ilaa<li>nls aro oonlinm) ton i.'xclu<iv<'Iy to llio Huhjvcls prescribed 
ID tbo Code, n-iilioul ki^-piiijc uji a fiimiliarity with th« earlier rul«<s. 
BftnC0 fiiilurfi iiol iiiifret|U(rDtly o<:ciirA from gravn iMTorx in cidculatjon. 
iiiitl iniporfccl puwiT uf manipulation, even wh<'n tho point of the 
<iuestlt)ii biw beeu cltvrly ftpi>Tvbeiided, nnd the method of sulnlion it 
correct.

Thongh the nrtrntge ebss rci^utt (73*94 per oent.) is thus considenJijly 
lower than the oorn-Hpondiii^ reeult (87 '09) in the stundard examina- 
tion*. it must ni-ill lia cuiisidered thiily ealiafuclory. It muui.i tbui 
73'94 pw cent, of iJiobq presented paaseti creditably in these four 
KubjrriB — gramniai', coinpreheusioD, geography, and liislory. As a 
geoi.>ral Txi\p, the amount of knowledge required for n pass la not gre»l, 
atill fhu fact that of those 90 extttnined 7^ -94 per cent, wore succeMfnl, 
ni^uos that tbeiie subjects have received cousidcrable attention during 
tbo past year. All tbe grnminar rc'iiiirt'd (Art. 1^ C. 1) miglit iiiuiit^v 
bo got up in tho latter juirl of tha nowtion. but to coinjii-elM-nd wbal i» 
read is no incuin attain mi -iit, and <;ftnnot be iiGi)nin'd without daily, nay 
hourly priuHioe tbroiigbuut tlii> Hchuol yuar. 

In my lunt report, J took exciiptiou to tlie history book In general 
use in tho 4th Standard, hut I am glud to ^e that several new butoriod 
have lately been publiabctl. In those tlu^ story of our caimlry'H hiatory 
is tnoTi; pJuaningly told, and wliile "the ghastly line uf batttei^ flaudfr, 
"and violent d<MktIis thai form the ^ulic-nt j>oint» of Scotiisb history" 
still mnainn, thi- dry dt-tjiiLi aii' now no blended in pleasing narrative, 
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as to call forth the interest of tlie child, niid to iifloril ample material for 
the roiuiing nnd the dictntion lessons of St!inil«ril \\. 'Jliu proscribed 
periods of hietor}' wcrp, gcncrnlly Rppnking, tvircfiilly got np. Tlio 
mnjoritv of thi- cU«< nnswcrcil wrll. whili- llio niiiioni}-, lliniiKh Uiey caiDi> 
idiort of n piu.'^ evinced such nii iiquiLintutK'c witli t)w Icitiiing dates of 
the pi^od us lo give cnrui'^st of liel.tcr i«$ull> iit nifxt pxmiii nation. 

In gcogra|>liy the lield seums to mc liio tiiuili-d. I vt^nture, thcrefotv, 
to submit I'm* till! cotiJ^i deration of yoiii' Ij)riUlii]ia ilia following modijica- 
liotiKoii tlu-gi-ogruyihy prMcriJH'd for tlie&tundiudai Arl 2b, Code IS78). 
Oraiumiir bfgins with thi- 2iid Rtundai-il, why should iiol geography, 
c«rlaiiily uol -^u itista^d-fiil to the child us graaiuiar, begin at llie fuiiie 
time with till' tiipo([ruphy of tli« {iari>h iu which the school is aUimted, 
followed in Sliudurd III. by that of tlie county iu which the parish is 
oituated: Scotland luifiht then be taken in Slandard IV. ; England and 
Europe iu Standard V.; and (Irent Britain and Ireland with the Colonies 
in Standard VI. ? Geogi'n|>hy would thus 1>e taught on what would 
(MJera to Iw llie nulnral method — llwt of proceeding from the known to 
the unkuovni. By the Hri-angemeut lime indicated, schokrs would 
leuve school with ii good t^-.uernl knowledge of geography, whet'ean at 
preftent, the greul toujority Imivc school without any kuowleilge of the 
Butnect bej'onil tliat of t^cotland. 

Map-drawing was geacrslly welt dune, wliile the map of the county, 
prescribed to Staudurd V., wus oftcru drawn on slates ami on paper with 
remarkable neatness of outliiK* and mretiraey of deiHil. This is a most 
vmluable addition to the geography lesson and ftliould not be confined 
to Standards V and VI.

Tlie itmaitiiug subJKCta, finding a plaee iu only one or Iwu 
schoolv, biivB not been taken into account. Eii>:liab liuratoiv, wliieli 
tbuti ociTupiea ihe Erel place, ought, if judiciou^lj and jirojieily treated. 
to be umde oue of the most viiluable me«ns of ediiealionid irainin^, nnd 
nieulat ditwipliiie in the elcQiQutarv euhool. The numbers tii]>iug biii- 
gtia(;eH and mathematics in Ibe Moiropolitan disl.iict will never he larj^, 
twd the reason ia obvious. Socon<ini'y sckools are numerous and wejl 
equipped, and itie incAns of commtiDication are now po good atid cbeap, 
ibal boys go into Ediitbnrgh fhicn long distances to attend tlie High 
school and similar inslilulions. 

Physiology, I fear, can hardly l>e taught in an «I«ni«ntar)- »;1iool, 
except fi-om a text-book, and w taught, according to a high, ii' not thi- 
higbcfltiautliority on Mich a iimtter, its value a« n siibji'ct of intelleetuiJ 
diifoiplino if very luueh iiiipain'd. Indeed, the )i-'<v uf lext-buoks or 
manuals, no skilfully drawu up us to itnticipate nuiny of the <jue«^tioii> 
of (he examiner. U lar loo conmiori b otlier subjoetd where there is not 
(he same excuse. This in mucli to be dfpr>*iiled. In my own pmeiice, 
I draw up my examination ettnU in siieli u woy as to prevcut the mere 
spoon-fed candidate from bandicappbig tlic othei's, who had been trained 
in a more leptimnte way. 

Schedule IV. coutains six iiubjectH oti lauf^uagea and mathematie& aild 
eight on scieuttfic subjects. Tbb may i>eem a preponderunoe ca the 
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siile of wienoe, but It realXy lb iK>t so, ns some of ibo Giikjects an mere 
wctiODB of a great who1«. But grnnlnl, foi' the snko of argonieiit, that 
there is n prepoodci'flnce, the framcrs of tlic CrMlo lind to consider tlie 
iDt«r«et8 of tha maiiy, and see tbnt the; were qdI i>acrif1cc^l to tbe pre- 
irrenco of the few. The .Schoduk was intondcd for the public or elc- 
nwntary school, n-bera th« t>choliini, genendly 8i)eakiDg, nri^ jircpsriiig 
for a life of work, in which n knowledges clemontAiy it lany be, of 
mechnDics, physicfl, or ehecnittiy, would bi; mwh mnre n«cl'ul tiina « 
mere smattcriDg of clntsics, euch U could beac<|uirQdcvi,Mi in the tocond 
yew's course, wbieli i« rarely rwichetl fxi.'c|)i by a select f<TW. Tho 
educative TnJne of the jqwciHc siilyec-ts depemla so much on iJie Edu- 
cator, that I woiilil not vi^utnre to iirinnge them In tlie ordor of 

' prrcedeore. Un !-ticii (i qiicsrioii dogmalism is <iuit<t out of jilacc. 

'Altlioiigh Srliedule IV. contiiins subjects l.lmt may st'lilom bi- t-alcai uji 
ill many Kfbools, still 1 (|iiPSlion ivliclher there is a sinjjle flubji'ct Uiiii 
haa uot fouml a [ilace ou sotno linit-hible, luid would, llierelbie, liavi- 
been miseetl by Ibnt acliool. Ite^idw, though 1 peraoually jiivfer 
languages and untbemutica, lu much for their intrinsic value as fur 
ibwr educRtive power, I would be very soiTy to see Uie scientilic siib- 
jcctH removed (torn ibe Sfbeiltile. Tliey have a special attroctiou for 
many, and. when well laught, must also possess n high clucitlivo power. 
I agree, therefore, with the riew of the matter taken by the Kducation 
Department, while the ordw, iu wliicb (he subjects have hitheiTo been 
generally taken in echoolij, would seem to indicate a similar opinion on 
the part of the pubUe, 

though ilie pei--ceii(Hge of the number in srerage attendance, who 
are said to be receiving; instiiiction ui these subjects, is reported to have 
slightly decrocised, still it is not fair to arf^io that the higher education 
is losing ground, for, grauted that Ihe number is slightly smaller, tho 
work actually done is mueli better. In the Metropolitan district the 
per-centago of siicresa in the specific siibjocta was75'3for 1S78, as 
ngkinni 65' 5 for 187<>. Asa furlhor <;viileuce of advance it may be 
ftitted thitt in lii~G, 68 schools, or more than two thinis of the scIiooIh 
taking specific subiecls, took only one or Iwo stibji-cts, while in 1878, 
59 schools, or fully one holf of Ihe schools tailing specilic subjects, took 
tArte or more Aubjecl^ Besides, in many schools of my diM.ricI, and, I 
presume, in other districts, the specific subjects, with the exception of 
tho Rrnl ulugi! of domwtic MJoiiomy, bjo now practically confined to the 
scholars above Sttmdard IV. Tliia of itself would leaseu the number of 
presentatioim considombly, and thus show results lens favourabiu In that 
rceped, than in former yefti>, when the practice was to beniii tlie pre- 
sentation in Standard IV. At tliat time it was no uncommon thing 
to find the whole of Standard IV, presented sometimes in physiology, 
and sometimes in English literature, and, as might be expected in Ihe 
standard, which, ns a rule, occnpies the lowest place in the ordinary 
work of tho school, with results often onytliing bnt faTourablc. lodp^d, 
considering tho demands now made on tlie teacher by tJtc onlinnry 
current work, he would do well not to attempt specific subject*, nt least 
in Stamlard IV., without a staJf beyond the aunimum enjoised by the 
Code. 

Singing \% now taught with more or lees succMa throughout my dis- 
Iriot. Indeed, out of 349 inspected Mcbools there are only IS in which 
it was not taught, while all the others earned the grant. Ksocpt in 
the large schools of Edinburgh and Leilh, comparatively few teachers 
nttcmpt to p\-e instruction " from notes," and where they do, the " tonic- 
sol-la" or new notation, is generally uloptMl. Although tho reuiltA 
arc not alwaya what I could wish, still tho grant baa never been refused, 
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na (Ii« nila followod in mj <lUlri<rt linx b<i,>ii tn nllow llw gnuit in all 
uuea, wbere nii honc«t atfa-ui|iil Ui toncU bait been fullnwvd >>^ n rauoiMbIa 
Mmount of EHcccMt.

Needlcworii, on« of the mo»t imponanl parts of a girl's irniiitng, 
continuee to be taught witli wry vanod euccees lhroii|rl>oiit mj- district. 
I ]>ay particular nitcniiim to ii, and us sn oiucb nf ihc orxliiiary clutliing 
can now be purvhasod ''ready nimk," I nn) ii>clini>d to look on dtiidns 
and mending as of, at least, e>|iinl important with making an articto m 
divss. 1, tliercfoi^-, iDNist uimid actually dan>od Blockings, whli Miecimens

education. A motber of a family may pM ou tuh-iubly wtOI n-iib but a 
slender knowledge of grammai-, (>ei)j;i'iipby. or even w nrilhmMic, but 
iinlcvs slic can use litr needle well, slie can iufver become Ibe useful hw! 
ibrifty boUM-vrife. A xiitch ii> time tav^s niue. Inatniethni in newiug 
<»iiiM>t commence too early. As soon s» lli<- child con lioUl a iK-eitlc, she 
should receive iirr lii-jt U-nou in sewln);, and it is a*t»iii!<hing li> ju^ liovr 
fjuickly lui intcliigciii gnl fulls into tlw way of j)rc-iinviiij; and putting 
together tho virions pnrls of u simple piece of work, liuloetl, I lutve 
not uiifrequciilly seen but ton -holes, that crncint test of Ibe expert 
nccrilewom.in, so well liirnied Hiid neatly worked by f^ris of tender 
years 111 to jml I" the Muiib mnny oC the older girb, who bad not enjoyed 
tlie siiini- ndvuntiigrs in the <*rlier ye.irs of their school life. In a woixl, 
tlio aim of the ininl.iVHs should be to turn ont gootl workers i^ther ibau 
a nwrc disiilny t>( gooit tvori on the closing day of the school £«k3ou. 

Tim diraplintj in most of tbo schools of my district is sMisfaetory. 
During tbo pit-^t year 80 schools rnmed the higher gi-art, and 162 the 
lower, ivhilt: only Mviin eaiuc short of the grunt, by tailing n litlio l^eloir 
tbe mark of fftioii. Indeed, Imd we ti scale of three graik-s iiiM«-nd of 
two as at present, I bardly ibluk thiil any >chuol in this diirlriot wouUl 
lose thi- grant, as the forfeitures, generally ejieakit^, fall very little 
below the line of demarcation.

In sucb ciliei" as l-^liubiirgh and Ij?ith there 
luvj so rttnny openinfis for iiitolligcttt n,iul n'ell educalH IniU, and the 
tenipliition of a weeKlv Wflgc it so grcnt to poor niid struggling parents, 
llmt pi-e.-Mrnt lulvanlAgo if> 1 four, too nt^cn pix^fi.'rtrd to I'nture poMition

Aa a whole, iheir papen w*re fairly written, Mflp-drnwiiig, cnm- 
pottitiun, and " note? of a le«»«D " are still ibp meal; points, and shmild 
get nion- alltmtion. In some cases the noiesof a lesion were well drawn 
lip, butiu too many iiiiit.nncesil wait evident that the writers bad not been 
accustomed to preimre nnie!>, and luui, tlicrelbre, no ileRnito idea of the 
uitraiiin;; of the terin. In gi-omi'lry thv piopo^ilions of Kuelid Aueiu, as 
a rule, to Inive Ijecn Ipumed by hciirl, while the ftcipiciit blundera In 
defluitioUH and nxiutns showeil elearly that no inteUigunl mastery of 
elemenluty ti'Uthn had Imeu iieiiuired. In algebra tbe fmall anionnl 
prescribed ivm ol'um poorly done. In >;;ranimar liie parking was i-omo- 
times ineagi'e. while the aualydU of a paf^tgo, pret^enting any ditKciilty, 
was rarely ivcll done. Arithmetic, geography, and hisldry (ire iho 
tubjeefa III which lliey appear to most adi'aiilage, but even biTc there is 
conxiileriible loem for improvement. From a general i-eview, therrfoir-, 
cf ilie pnpil-tetteherft' work, 1 infer that prcpai-atiijn h nut rqnnlly diffused 
over the yeai', hnt is hurried on in tbe months ironifdiiitely preredini; the 
Gxnniinatinn. In uther words, there is h»f miieli erum and too HlUe 
intelligent and syatcmalic inMniction. Did npaec piTniit, I ^-lioidd have 
liked to refer to Ihp instruction of pn|)il-leaciiers in »fiiool-keB|)iiig and 
tencfaing, but it may suffice lo stftte thai, with a few noted esce|»tiona, 
they nre aliowtnl to grow Up very mneh an nature and inolination 
dSreol. 

DiirinK tbe past ycnr 24G seboula were vlalted wltliout Dotlce either 
by myaelf, or by one of my junior folleaKnes. Some of time ecIiooU 
were riaJted twice, and in very excepliom^ oaeee even three limes. On 
these occftMions very few irresnlariliee were foTind, eitiier in registration, 
the due obacrvanw of ilie time-table, or in the way of keeping the log- 
book.

nceitlcwork, the case is otberwi§e, and the rcAsoD is obvious. Pupil- 
Icnc'hiii's may, and pi'obably do, know «i>mclliiiig about tencliiD!^, but the 
others, forming about b third of the whole number, tiuve had no experi- 
ence whntRvcr. Attendance in the prncdsing echool should, therefore, 
go haud-in-baiid with iostructioo in thg college. I discussed this ques- 
tion with the autboi'iiiea at my recent vivit to the troining colleges, and 
I h&re good hopes ihal means will be token lo remedy thi« defect in the 
coarse of the present seeeioD, 

The niinibor of collegu remains the same, and the uumWr in nttcnd- 
nncG nt all the cdlcges during 1878 was 1,021, a^ agiiin.it 1,012 for 
1877, dixtributod M Wlows: — 
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There wi-ru thus one male student, and eight female students moi'e 
tlian ill 1HT7. 

Again, on referring to the »hore table, it will he seen, that the aroragc 
salary of studonl* on leaving llie training tollegc, after n rcsidiaiice of 
two yrtii:^. is for ranles 82/. 11*., and for females 66/. U«. Ad., as ajjainst 
84/. lj«., and 65/. 13*. 6<l. (or 187T. allowing a deerens.- of 2/. 3*. in Ilio 
case of males, and an incrense of J7*. lOd. in the ca^ie of fcmaje-. In 
the civciini^ances this need excite no aurpiiae, ua, except in the case of 
fixed salari^H, nil incomee are this yeai- less than tlipy were last year. 
With retnming prosperity, however, the incomes of icActiors will no 
doubt rise along with those of other classes. 

Alt in former years, some of the students left at the end of their Grat 
TCnr** tJiunina;. The nnmbcr WM small in the case of any college, but 
il is BtlQ too liu'ge, as, with the demnndK now made for uni'vemily train- 
ing t/a tlie part of tbe maleH, and higlw>r culture on llicr purt of the 
Hemalea, a systematic and continuou.'j course of irainiiig, extending orer 
nro years, is sbsohilely ucce^aiy to prepare them thoroughly for tbo 
J 871. T 
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wot up. Several papers, irhich were far from fiil], jei Bhowed that tbe 
knowledge, tbougb limited, wns real. In grammur, parHJii;* and analysis 
ircre genendly very tait\j, nod somotimcs even well done, but composi- 
tioii WAS ul^n meagre, ahon-ing mucli poverty both of ehonght and 
DspresEion. In geogiBphy, map dmwing is the point rctiuiring most ira- 
provcmwit. On the whole, with the exception of map drawing, the 
paptrs fhowiid n credituble knowledge of tlit^ muin outlines and fncls of 
the siibjeot. The knowledge of gedgrnpliii^il facts was vcty ci'i-ditahle, 
but the (|uestions, in which more was reiluired than n mere statement 
of fikCts, were not, as i> rule, so well done. In history there were too 
monj signg of "cram"; short text-books, raoistly bad ones, hiivu been 
leArncd by heart, and the same phrasea oecur in paper iiflw pujier ; 
many piip<^rs wei'e good, and few were positi\-ely bait. In school 
nifU)agenii''nc the papers gave little evidence of the subject luiving 
reoelred any speciiLl ortMrefid iittention in the training of pupil-tuachers, 
while as regards " notes of a lesson " ihoy were vei-;^ disappoint! n^' 
" Notes of a lesson " were, as a rule, poorly done. This was special^ 
the cASC with the majority of the candidates from country schools, while 
those, who had not been pupil-leachcre, were rarely able to give, in a 
sntiefflctory nmnner, either the matter or form for a le»ion on one of the 
ximplo Btibjocti apodfied in the paper. Id domestic economy candidntee 
ntade generally a very fair appearance. On sewing the answers were, 
npoo the whole, good, and also on general household management. In 
langu^^, while some iniprovement was visible, there lE still nmple 
room lor more : knowledge of grammar a marked deflcieney, and, as 
might be expcclol, translation Pixnn English mnch poorer than transliv- 
tiuo intn English. 

Allliough much of the work wna thus ex-idcntly of an inferior cha- 
racter, luid below the average of what might fairly be expcct<;d from 
candidates, none of whom were under 18 years of age, and many of 
whom hud enjoyed apecial ndvanloges as pupil -teachers, still it is mnni- 
ferrt from these reports, thai a eerlaia jjroporlion of the candidates gave 
in papers of such merit on ariihmelie, grammar, getigmphy, and history 
OS might entitle lliem at least to partial, if not to entire, esemptieo from 
Ihe details of these subjects duriug tlieti- residence in the training college. 
This would be a matter of great importance, especifllly to siudenlJi on 
the male side, as much valuable time would thu& be set iVee for unlver- 
«ty subjects, which now press so heavily upon the more studious and 
anxious among the young men. 

The results of the examination for admission hnvc thus brought out 
in bold relief ttie merits as well as the demerits of the present cdacationnJ 
system of Scotland, so far at least, as tbo preliminary instruction and 
bttining of teachers for the public or elementary schools arc concerned. 
Arithmetic, grammar, geography, and hielory arr; fairly taiigbt, but 
mathematics, and especially cIii.'Hsics, seem to bo eulUviktod to so little 
puqiose among the nude pupil-laichers, not lo Huenk of the echoUrs 
generally, that only 42 were foimd enlilleil to the pats mark nt the 
recent examination for admission, i.e.

Oii« lon^ piece, well aiKl ai-cui-ately DOinmittc:d 
to memory, ia no ilou\)t a poiulive gain to the HLudeut, bul a judicioun 
aolec^on of three or four aliorter extracts froiu sfaudard autlioiit would, 
in my opioiou, better suataiu tbeir intereei. and in the eud be more 
likely (o be reUdned as a permanent acqui»tioij, ihau a, long passage of 
seierai Inmdred lines from one author. This may no doribt coutiun 
many beauttfbl images, and not a few auggestlve ideas, but mixed up 
vith mucli that lends rather to burden the memory than to enlighten the 
mind, or lo improve the heart. 

Were more uttenilon paid lo this subject in the elementary school, 
there would be Ie«i^ iliQIc-iiUy experienced, when pupils and ijupil'teuchera 
moke their appearance as sludeolji in the training college. The memory 
is then moat rotentive and accurate, while the drudgery of commi/ttitff is 
Mnrccly felt. 

No one is blind to the importance of n good memory, but all acquainted 
with the stale of our schools know how little, compiralively speaking, i» 
done in early life to cultiTats a faculty, on the judicious oxerciso of 
which 8ucces«i in any walk of life so lai'gely depends. Moreover, the 
(act sccins sirangely orerlooUed that to exercise a power acquired at the 
proper period of life i^ a far easier thing, and one costing much leee 
effort, than to build up the same accjuircnienl iit a time when circam* 
KianccK arc not so fuToiirahlc for it« dcTclopmeot and growth, 

Dkill. 

This should 1"^ taught :n every sebool, together i*ilh gymnnstice. DrilL 
The ainouitt now taught in any school is very smtill, uousisliug 
idniost cxclunivi-ly of school drill, as few of the present niaften; 
ari! <wnpL-lent to give even the elements of military drill. From tlie 
urivojcemenli:*, however, that hnve now been mode in sev<<ral of the 
colleges, to give regtilar and syntcinalJc instruction in niililary drill to all 
mole students, and in uilistbcnic*, &e. to M female students, we may 
expect to see in the school of the future thc«o branches forming a 
necessary pATt of the i^chnnl routine. It hoH been suggested that in A tugf^^lJoD? 
towns and ollior centre* of population, M!h<iul iKMinU might organize 
some scheme, by which tho children hf Nitna-nl :'ih()ols couUl meet 
oecasionally in some ecnlrnl phit-e fur coudnncd instniclion in drill 
under the ilii-cction and -.upiTinteudtnco of a ciim|irlenl iiiKtj'uctor. In 
every dieiricc there U mjw a voluiiI*'er corps, TliMv rhoiild be no 
difficulty, thcrefi in-, in Acouring for this puiJosi- tJieaervii^i-sof Hsi-rgcnnt- 
instructor. SmcIj n Bcficme would, 1 believe, sotm commend itsilf to nil. 
who tako nn iuti-liiKi'iii iiUerpftt in the phy^ienl edueaiit'ii of the yonng. 
It woidd cool iilili', and woulil tend, tike football and cricket malclK-s, 
to Crutc H heidthy rividry among Ihe pupils of tlio diderent Bchools.

Othei's, K never l<i¥t «i^ht of. Each k-ctai'er <!videDtty knows, &iom 
practical cxpiTii>nr«, ihr \ieiil methods of teecbing bin own Kuhject in an 
elemcnlAry Kchool, and lonea no opportuity of bringing this knowledge lo 
bear on tha daily work of his cltms; but on tbe masu-r of method this 
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impordint Auty oMinly ilmoUTs. In oil lus lectitrm be erer kccpx f Icatlilj 
in view thu fiu.-t, thnt Uio grcol ilMign of a normid school i« to train 
tMcli«n^ first by ioNlructing Ihcm in iho mofl Approi'i'd uielhoilii of 
KCbool-kecping and of imjwirting koowkiJgo to tlio young, and •ccumll^ 
hj curefully Hboiving tltcni how to obwr%'<! the variou.'t prDCCaaes of 
imtntction in ibe (UlTiTtint cliL-eiM of thn pmctiwng Hckool, uid aUo 
geUbg them to take part iu tbe work thtrra>ii-lv«d. 

^Vilb every coU«go Oxeve !» oonrnvtixl a Inrgi! «l«menlury tcbool, calkd 
tbtt pittctislng or oaodi-l suhuul, in whicb tha stu(leu(» not ouly »ee tlio 
various processes of iiuiruciiaa in actual operation uailer experiencod 
(racfaera, but alao bavu tnuny opportunities, as temporary asBist&ntti, of 
■imlciiitf tbi'Duelves acqiuuuled with tbb dctuiU of tlii-se pfouensM, and 
Ibu dillui-uut parte of school -keoptng, regi titration, &c. In this way tbe 
sludeuts, durii^ tbeir residence, htv tiuppoeed to be mor« or leas 
instructed in tbe tuotbod of leadiing all tbe subjects usually fmiuil In 
tbc demeutary school. They should at least bavu been prtiaent at one 
lesson in every stage of eacb eubjeci, given by a leocber of a])proTe<l 
iikill and experience, and bave then ^honn by tlieir noiea tlmt tbey (blly 
niidcratood and nppi-eciaied each step in tbe prooes^ Hut iu auditiou 
to tbe esjioi-ience lliufl ii«iuirod by attcndauce in the model or piaotldiug 
school, there is tbe Criticism lef^on, vrhicb is now conducted vrilb care In 
all the colleges, and in some with remarkablti skill and t-iugnlar ability. 
As may be supposed, the rnliic of thin Miercieo depends verj- much on 
Ibe ^trit in whicb it in condu«t<^>d. On such occasions I linre i^rely 
beon disBpiwintiid, while I bnvo often listened wtih great Eatififnctton to 
tbe kindly and Juiliciuiin i'ouiurk-i of the nio.'iler of method as well on (be 
Intmnti given by the HtudmilH a.4 on tbe strictures of liiiMW, who bad boea 
xpcdally toll] off im critics for the day. This tuk, somelimcs difficult 
and always dflientc, wiia peiformul wilb inmriable i^Ktd feeling, great 
tact, and sound judgment, llii oh«ct'r»tii>UK wcrcr cb^tu- and practical^ 
defects of innntirr or bciiring wei-« indicated, any errors of hwt were 
pinnt^il onl, fviilcnl oniisaious wen- «npplieil, and ibc principle* of 
(euehing were distinctly staled, and can-luUy cxpbiined nod applied to 
lh« case on hand. In a word, tbe eriticiam on eiu:h Ivswmi i-i » short 
Icctuiv on Ibo bo^t method of teaching tbe subject under coniH deration. 
In tlie course of a aeesiou each stntleul will thurt have given Mnrcral 
Icssoiu liimself, which be bod cai-efully prepared, and bcn(-Bted largely 
by tbe Ictisoos of his fallow-atu dents, and ilie kindly criticising and 
suggeetive reroaiks of the mosUr of metliod. 

Tlie valae of tbe Criticism lesson as a factor iu tlie training of tlM 
Htudeiit is now so geuundly acknowledged, tliat any nuggrstions ai> to its 
improvement are at least woriliy of coDsideralion. I may tbcrofore bO 
nllowed to quote the following fVom my rejiort of In."! year : —

The aanititrj arraDgements are aa complete as thej- can poasibi; be made in the 
present crowded state of the college, There ia nothing offensiTe, or positively 
injurious to health, bat I am glad that there is now the near prospect of lessening 
the pressure on the present accommodation b; the removal of the male students to 
the annex. 

In reference to the important subject of the health of the students, I have been 
Favoured with the following statement by Dr. Dunsmure, the medical officer of the 
college ! — 

" SS, Queen Street, EdinhDrih, Xth Kovember 1878. 

" I have to r^rt that during the past aeseion there bss been very little Bickneaa amonff Uie 
studfiita attendlnjf the trainln)^ col]^e in conneiion with the Eatablished Church of ScotlaQd, 
and that in consequence the classes have hefn well and renuiarlj atlondcd. 

" Among the females, three casea et meaalcs occurred, but, owinK to the atrict isolHtion had 
reeourae to in theboarding-houfie, the dis^Bae did not spnWi. Two students auffereda fcood 
deal from tie, and one was obliged to leave the collet, and ^ home, her general health having 
completely ^ven way from her close i^plicatiou to hor studies. The malea have all been 
remarkably well, but one lad has been unable to return to school, having got ill during the 
hohdaja. 

" The other casea treated, both In the male and female diviaiona of the college, were of a 
trivial nature, and require no special notice.

EDIHBUBGH FBEB CHUBCH TEAINISG COLLEGE. 

I visited this institntion in June, Jnly, and November. The neir bnildingg for 
the college department were opened in September, They are handsome, oommodions, 
and well adapted to meet the varions requirements of an institution attended by a 
large number of male and female stadentx. The entrances to the respective depart- 
ments are at the opposite ends of the bnUding, which has a length of 1 10 feet, and 
indeed the whole arrangements are such, that, dnring the time they are in college, the 
students rarely come in contact with each other. These buildings have been erected 
at a cost of 8,000/. 

The practising schools are in the course of being remodelled. Two large claes- 
rooros have just been erected at a cost of l,aooZ., while the lectttre-rooms, formerly 
nsed by the college department, have been altered so as to meet the requirements of 
an elemeotary sdiao!. Thia additional accommodation will enable the stadeuts 
(male and ffeinale> to attend the different departments more freely than heretofore, 
without interfering with each other, or interrupting in any way the ordinary work 
of the classes. 

The TcntUation has been carefully attended to, both in the erection of the new 
buildings, and in altering and adapting the old boildings, while the general sanitary 
arrangements have been carried out onder the direction and snperintendeuce of a 
competent practical man. 

In reference to the important subject of the health of the students, I have been 
favoared with the following statement by Dr. Ziegler, the medical officer of the 
college ; —

Tlie work of instructioQ continues to be condncted In b verj eatisfactory maiiDet 
in sU reepecta. The discipl'De and order nre excelteDt, and the general arrange- 
menti ot the inatitntioa are as complete and iatietactoty as could b« taiilj expected 
ID temporary premises. 

The following etatemeot, with which I have been bvoured bj the Prtacipal, ei- 
plaioB full}' bis method of preparing the Bludenla foe the practical work of the 
school ; — 

" Durjna the present aenioa no change of anj importance has been made in the method of 
tralniiiB the stuctenta for ihe practitsl work ol their luture proleeaiou. 

" First jear students continue ki toaoh at Iffiflt one hour wcckEy in some of the departments 
o[ the practiainf; achoois under my own superinton donee, anci that of the teacher ot the depart- 
ment. Model teaaons ore also frequently taught before them, with a view to iltnatrale some 
point brooght beforo the class in the school manotrement lectuK immediatelj preceding, and 
two or more of the students are then called upon to teach a similar lesson. 

" Students of the second year require to spend at least one week in one of the departmentd of 
the pncMsiog school, and to take part in all the work carried on there. As tney are duly 
mperintendea. and their week^B work carefully tested and reported upon, each is aniieus to 
to make a good appeanuce. At the same time, ample opportunity i^ afforded them of bocooiing 
acquainted with toe gruupiu); ofciaifses, the mode of marking ref^stors. and the ordinary work 
of an demenlary school. Cnticiam leBsurj& contiiiue to be given, wjth that regularity which 
their importance demands. 

" Each student of both first and second jeara teach at least two criticiam leasons during the 
year, one of these to an infuit, and the other to a more advanced class." 

Criticism lessons ore given regularly under the superintendence of the Frincipal. 

The industrial instructioo is conducted by Miss Walker, and consists of sewing, 
cutdng-out, fixing, &c. As there is no boarding-house connected with the college, 
the instruction in domestic economy is necessarily confined to lectures on the theory, 
with Tegetmeier's " Manual of Domestic Economy," Stoker's " Home Comfort," and 
Cbambers' " Household Cookery," as teit-books. By the kind permission of the 
Aberdeen School Board, each class of students received, during the earlier part ot 
the session, a course ot 10 lessons from their cookery instructor. As the students 
had, in turn, to assist in the actual operations of cooking, these lessons vere as 
interesting as tbey were proStable.

Muiical progress in training Boboob haa shown of late no more 
encouraging eympiom tban tbe iiicre*c« in qunnlity and improvement of 
iwtiinncntJd practice. Tho dopIoraUe condition of this — the paucity 
uid wreichedn«B8 of tho in^trumcDtG, the fi;w or no focilitica for ifae 
dcvolopmcDt or oron mainleiianw of eucli power u xtudcntii may hare 
had on thoir entry— tboac wore oil dcscribva in ih<^ lirst mpoirt wliloh I 
bad tfao lionunr to ikdJrc9> to yotir Lordships, iu 1872. lu all thcw; 
matters uonsidcniblo icnpi-ovemcnt^ have been brought about. Every 
ooUege is now fumislied witb one or tn-o, some with several, pUuofoib.'O. 
The pilvate chapels of ExeAer, Lincoln, and Liverpool have recently 
been furnished with new and beautiful organs of two manual?, and witb 
complete pcdol-boaids. To thoso instruments the students have in 
every collcgo (ouo only excMitod) freo access, of course under proper 
regtuatiofis. In Ediobaigb (Church of Scotland) sy^^cmntic teaching, 
of wbiofa I have ivj>eat(itly spokoo in torms of bicb pmiiip, is >till cnrriod 
on by Mr. Muckenzie ; an exampto moro rooeutlv followed at Glivgow 
and Aberdeeu onder the cam of Dr. Peace and Mr. Parker. At many 
of the Kuglish and Welsh colleges all sludentd buve opportuniiieti 
afforded them for practice, aodeven instruction on Ibe organ, harmonium, 
or pianoforte. At WofttmioBlor a« many as 35 etudenU are " Inelru- 
aKnCalisis." Tho rofiilts of nil this wero unprecedcntedly «hown during 
my examinntioos last year. In almost ovory college two, throe, or moiv 
studeals acoompaniea tbeir feUowa in tbo songs they sang to isc, awl 
in not a few instances di<7 even accompnaicd ikcmtetva^ot course 
with every vai-iety of correctnoas and bcility. But tho difTerenco to 
the school teacher between ever so Ultte instrti menial tikill and none 
is siniply infinite. 

Nor docs my recotd of inMnmentAl progress end here. In my 
re])ort of liwt year, I colled attention, and at some length, lo ibe 
boiad, chiuAv of stringed instrumonti<, which had been formed or 
revirad at Cndtenluim (Malu^ Tnuniuj; Colh-gc. On my visit last year 
I found that tliia band liad dood con^idi'mbly uugmenlod ; that tite in- 
terest tn It of bearers no less than porfomuTrx hud conHiderably increased, 
and Ibat its invlgoraitng effect on tho musical atmosphere, both of 
lite male nod the female dopnrlmonts, lud boen the subject of nniversnl 
congratulation. A .limilar band has been formed in thr? ItTitisb and 
Fon^gii Tnuninj,' Coik-ge, Burough Koad, by the mwsii?al instructor, 
Sir, ftnrkby, himself a skilAil performer on tbo N'ioliu. t liave reason 
lo hcliovo that on Ibo occasion of my next visits I shall Hud ibis example 
liaa boon followed at more than one other training college, fciunJo as 
w»ll OS male. The n!C«nt increiiso ia the number of female practlliouera 
',a ibo violin is ono of tho moat cnconraging musical gignj of our lime, 

I haw much pleasure in noting several instances of careful eleuietitary 
teaching is tbe practising &cho<MS connected witb tbe tiviniug coll^;««. 
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At York, PetertioraBgb, St. Mwk's Chelsea, & coiuiJcnUo diubIkt of 
\>ojt Bxe «hrit}'e sufficiently traiixHl to enable ibem to Liik« pan in tlic 
choral niu.->if pnurliiiil hy the "ludeQIs, and at Exeler, OxTorO, bjmI 
WniiJiwofth tlif tcachiu^ of muiif, in con tradist taction lo the teacliin^ 
of *onift, U betU|; carrted on wttb considerablv spirit. Moiro lime, 
howo\-«r, or at least more frMju^nt practice, i» imliipcjiaalJc lo nnjr 
thoroughly ealififitctorr results in relation to this snlyeci. The MtivtMiim 
eboukl bo a ntiiirlni' of «n honr rrcry day ; where tbb is iatpoaaibln, or 
vhat K«i«nkUy amounbi to ibn moio tbisg. ia attended with luooD- 
vunii'nvu to Homebody or other, hiUf an hour lime timoe a w*<ek. The 
fixiuer dislributioo of time I coa^d«r to he &r mipcsior to the latter. 
SLoit prselioes often repe«ted are greatly preferable to CTen much longer 
once at preeter intcrrals of time. 

Ill their vhoicv of solo», of vrbtch ercry student euinined la reqaJred 
to liring up OIK-, somi: iinprovcmeot haa to bo noted. It ia to Iw hofied

Thuuxh ooDudorublo 
lihtrtj of uhoii^! in thin nrnlter i» lo be doetied for itlnduoU, for choice 
id of coiinte evidence of lante, I cannot but think that ll>e musical 
inairticton) (should exercise a teto upon it, and al any rats keep out of 
tlie schools, not lo say, spare tbctr Inspector the dlatona of hciriii};, the 
wont »{)ccinieDs of the many wretched productions bronght uudi-rhia 
notice. It would be unfair to f:uppo«e tliat these observations ara at 
all of cxtcnuivi! appUcation. It would l)o dilKciilt to improve on tbo 
lint of KoKa prepai«d for mo in notni' collrgt-!!, St. lllark'd, Vork, I'vt«r> 
Ixii-ouf-h, the Borough Roud, Slockwell, and Ilockerill «mon)i; other*. 
While, for ibe flrst iinie within my experience, nt Wnndsworth every 
etudout was prepared to take part, of couvm; iadividually, in a du<,-t, trio, 
or ijuartrt, the other parts of which were song hy one, two, or lbr« 
of biT fcllowv. I recommend thiii practice, almonl always l>n>ught to 
Waron^od muiiic', to the notice of training school nut hori lie*. It Li 
oertaiuly a better test of the powers of a student thirn very popular 
versions of "Nigh to a Grave," "Tom Bowling," or " The Campbells 
are coming." 

lu one rcft-pcct Ibe execution of these »onga in training tchool* might 
often iicrvo na n l^son to many amatenrs, and even arlidts-^thu clear 
and natural nianiier in which the wonU are uttered. This !h due in 
Bome degree no doubt to absence of affectation of line eiui;ing, hut In 
a greater to the time and puns devoted in all training Mchods to the 
practice of TCftding aloud, a practice which it h to he dcuiiid wtn for 
moiv widely extended tbait it Ik.
